NEw ORLEANS, February’ 10, 1885. 

Your correspondent having bad but a cur- 
sory glimpse of the Exposition, will not 
attempt apy description of it or comment upon 
its success or nOn-success, leaving that for a 
future letter, but will content himself at pres- 
ent with a few notes regarding the exhibits of 
parties whose products especially pertain to 
the oil, paint and drug trade. Prefacing these 
notes with the statement that owing tothe 
limited time at his disposal since his arrival at 
he Crescent City and the magnitude of the 
exhibit that it has been impossible at this early 
date to make anything like an exhaustive 
report. The writer will endeavor in a future 
communication to supply such omissions as 
may be noted and upon this account deprecates 
criticism in this direction. 
The Bienville Oil Works Co. have a large 
exhibit in the La. State department. They dis- 
lay—cottonseed oil cake, crude, yellow, cook- 
ing oil and salad oil. 
Mellin’s Food, exhibited by Doliber, Goodale 
& Co., Boston, have a handsome walnut cot- 
tage. Ourold friend Mr. T. J. Delano, Jr., is 
in attendance daily and intelligently explains 
the virtues of Mellin’s Food as a valuable 
nutrient for infants and invalids. 
The Avery Lactate Co., of Boston, exihbit 
their peculiar preparations, lactic acid and the 
lactates. Their specialties are lac tartar a sub- 
stitute for cream tartar, lactart for a beverage, 
and lactate baking powder. They are ably 
represented by Mr. W. W. Fisk. 
Mellor & Rittenhouse, of Philadelphia, have 
a handsome glass case containing their pro- 
ducts. 
Cernell & Shelton, of Birmingham, Conn.., dis- 
play their patent folding paper boxes. 
Cc. L. Keppler, of New Orleans, exhibits his 
specialty pyrophosphated iron water, also a 
line of pharmaceutical preparations, 
Frederic Stearns & Co.. of Detroit, repre- 
sented by H. A. Stearns, show a large line of 
their popular non-secret remedies. 
Hance Bros. & White, of Philadelphia, make 
their usual large and attractive display of phar- 
maceutical preparations. 
E. J. Baldwin, of Los Angelos County, Cal., 
occupies avery large space and exhibits his 
native wines and brandies, which we under- 
stand are heldin great repute at the Golden 
Gate. 
U. 8. Gutta Percha Paint Co., Providence, 
R. I., make a novel and interesting display, 
mention of which was made in a late number 
of the REPORTER. 
The New York Enamel Paint Company and 
W.C. Miller’s kalsomine, of New York, are rep- 
resented by an attractive show of their pro- 
ducts, very tastefully arranged, 
Thos. Christian, of Richmond, Va., presents 
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an assortment of his ground glue in various 
packages. We note particularly a handsome 
glass sign upon an easel and a sketch of the far 
famed Lime Kiln Club. 


The Southern White Lead Co , St. Louis, with 
their usual enterprise have secured a large 
space and number among their exhibit lead in 
bars, barrels of dry white, lead litharge, red 
lead, corroded lead, etc., etc. 

Valentine's varnishes are shown in an elegant 
cherry structure containing their products We 
note a show case in which are contained some 
handsome specimens: a zanzibar copal; kauri 
gum; manilla copa; Egyptian asphaitum, etc. 

Le Pages liquid fish glue of Gloucester, Mass., 
claim particular attention to their peculiar 
product which well deserves careful examina- 
tion. 

Looming above all of the many handsome 
exhibits in the western corridor is the massive 
ebony structure, erected by the Collier White 
Lead & Oil Co., of St. Louis, in the centre of 
this exhibit is a model of the Collier shot tower 
some 20 feet high; arrayed about the tower are 
to be seen the various products of this com- 
pany. Among the articles we note: Boiled 
linseed oil, castor oil, white lead dry, red lead, 
litharge, pig lead and lead ore. 

The St. Louis Lead & ')il Co. have an artistic 
model of their works at St. Louis, which is sur- 
rounded by specimens of lead in its different 
conditions, Linseed cake, linseed meal, etc. 

Caswell, Hazard & Co., of New York, have 
just placed in position an exhibit of the surgi- 
cal instruments as furnished by W. F. Ford 
The arrangement is such as to show the several 
assortments of instruments used in hospital 
service, all properly classified. Mr. G. E. 
Thurston, of the instrument department, is 
present superintending the disposition of 
the exhibit. 

Promment among those who have exhibits in 
the machinery departinent are the following 
firms, whose names are so well known that 
especial mention is unnecessary: C. H. Dele- 
mater & Co., pumping machinery, 16 Courtland 
street, N. Y.; hotair pumping engines; Atlas 
Engine Works, Indianapolis, Ind.; Best Engine 
Works, Lancaster, Pa.; Jarecki Manufacturing 
Co., Erie, Pa.; Russell Engine Co,, Massillon, 
O.; Aulthman, Taylor Engine Co., Mansfield, 
O.; Reading Iron Works, large exhibit of oil 
well casing, Reading, Pa; Buckeye Engine 
Co., Salem, O.; National Iron & Brass Works, 
Excelsior steam pump, Dubuque, Ia; The 
Downie Eucalyptus Boiler-Scale Remover, 
show their invention. This hails from the 
Golden Gate. Their address is7 1st street, San 
Francisco. 

The Exposition Ice Works are producing five 
tons per diem. This machine was erected by 
H. D. Stratton & Co., Columbus, Ga., and is 
styled the Improved Ammonia Absorptive Ice 
Machine. 

Taylor's cottonseed press is shown ready for 
work. The press is well known as one of the 
favorite among the cottonseed crushers. 

Surronnding an artificial lake are to be seen 
a number of powerful steam pumps, all at 
work discharging a vast volume of water into 
the reservoir and again absorbing it in endless 
succession. Among the manfacturers we note 
the following familiar names; Cameron Steam 
Pump, New York; E. M. Ivens & Son, New Or- 
leans; Henry R. Worthington, New York; 
Hooker Colville Steam Pump Co., St. Louis; 

Jarvis Brandy Co., San Jose, California. Mr. 
G. M, Jarvis is present with his exhibits and in- 
tends to introduce his native brandy and fin 
table wines to the drug trade of the United 
States. 

The Chalmette Mills presents a most attractive 
exhibit of their various manufactures, nearly 
exhausting the resources of science in cotton 
products. From the raw cotton they produce 
cotton cloth. The cotton seed is shown as or- 
iginally obtained from the cotton gin and then 
reduced to its useful integral parts, viz., as oi 
cake, prime crude, yellow, and white oil, oil 








‘meal, sulph. ammonia, sulph. potass,, muriate 


potass., nitrate soda, cottonseed meal, decorti- 
cated seed, etc. This concern has shown great 
artistic skill in the construction of a beautiful 
sign, the letters of which are made of Sea Is- 
land cotton attached to the seed, 

Randolph Paper Box Co., of Richmond, Va., 
make their usual attractive show of fancy 
paper boxes. 

Valentine's Meat Juice has an exhilit which, 
apparently, has been left to the tender mercies 
of the local management. 

John Wyeth & Bro., of Philadelphia, repre- 
sented by Mr. E. Post, have a large glass case 
filled with their well known pharmaceutical 
preparations. 

W. R. Warner & Co. of Philadelphia, repre- 
sented by Dr. Pinkhard have, erected a hand- 
some pyramid of pharmaceutical pills and 
chemical products. 

Jno. Lucas & Co.of Philadelphia and New 
York, with commendable enterprise, have sent 
a remarkably extensive and interesting exhibit 
of their celebrated mixed paints. 

Johnston’s Fluid Beef occupies a prominent 
space and attracts considerable attention. 

Seabury & Johnson of New York, the largest 
manufacturers in the United States of medi 
cinal plasters. U. 8. P. and S. & J. in endless 
variety, have a handsome glass case, the con- 
tents of which are artisticaly arranged and will 
repay careful examination. 

Walter A. Taylor, Atlanta, Ga., manufaeturer 
of Taylors Premium Cologne, has a fountain of 
perfumery near the main entrance which is 
well patronized by the fair sex. 
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Chess Carley & Co., of Louisville, have a 
model of the petroleum oil field, representing 
the process of obtaining oil, from the ofl wells 
among the hills in Pennsylyania to the final 
process of refining; they present these in active 
operation in miniture and bave evidently ex- 
pended a considerable amount of time and 
money to make the most attractiye exhibit 
your correspondent has ever seen in this par- 
ticular line. It would have been a pleasure to 
describe this display more in detail, but the 
attendant in charge being possessed of a large 
bump of self importance declined to give me 
any information whatever. 

Powers & Weightman, of Phila., bave an ex- 
hibit, 22x20 feet, facing four aisies. They have 
a full line of chemicals of their manufacture, 
both for medical use and for use in the arte, 
The most noticeable are the preparations of 
opium, of bark, citric and tartaric acid, iodide 
and bromide of potassium, nitrate of silver, the 
vismuth, lithia and strych salts, mercurias and 
the scale preparations of iron. Many of the 
articles are exhibited side by side with the 
crude material from which they are made, and 
the whole arrangement is such as to make a 
display at once pleasing and instructive, The 
display includes a comfortable reception room 
with coat room and wash room, which is at 
the disposal of their friends, and bas proven a 
pleasing feature of the outfits; the display is 
handsome and well kept, and is thoroughly 
characteristic of Messrs. Power. The location 
is main building, U. U. U. 46. 

At the New Orleans Exposition a large plant 
of cottonseed oil machinery is on exhibition by 
the Newell Universal Mill Company as agentsof 
Ross, Dunn & Thompson, of Hull, England, 
the largest and oldest manufacturers of oil 
machinery in the world. Their plant is capa- 
ble of expressing twenty tons of cottonseed in 
twenty-four hours, and is most complete in all 
its appointments—comprising the steam en- 
gine and boiler with all the necesssry gearing, 
shaiting, etc., all mounted upon a beautiful 
base or bed frame making it intact, and of re- 
markable strength and symmetry. It is very 
much admired by all oil producers, and we un- 
derstand has already been sold to a Texas party. 
Manifold and unequalled advantages are claim- 
ed for this machinery, which is the Anglo- 
American system and patented by the English 
firm. Several mills are already in operation in 
this country, to which reference is made with 
great confidence. In this connection we would 
state that the Newell Universal Mill Company 
have so increased their manufacturing facili- 
ties that they are now prepared to furnish com- 
plete plants of steam power with their mills— 
engines and boilers of all sizes, also shafting 
and geering of all {description. Their stock of 
engines and boilers comprise also portable and 
hoisting engines, complete grinding mills for 
clay, for brick and terra cotta work—of which 
they are making large numbers; also for chem- 
icals, drugs, cotton seed, hulling and crushing.

Annual Review of the Cottonseed Oil 
Industry. 

The growth of the cottonseed oil industry, 
more in respect of the number of millsengaged 
in itthanoft the volume of the product, has 
made a compilation of its statistics, in complete 
form, a difficult task during the past three or 
four years. Previous to that time, the annual 
inquiry sheets of the O1L,PAINT AND DruG RE- 
PORTER were responded to by the number of 
mills in existence, which had not reached fifty 
in 1881, with a degree of frankness anda unan- 
imity that made it possible to give the statis- 
tics of production, and the incidental figures 
indicating the importance of the industry, with 
more exactness than that of a mere estimate. 
For the last three or four years the export fig- 
ures alone have been obtainable with exact 
accuracy and the production and home cons 
sumption have been approximated by means of 
such data as was obtainable from New Orleans, 
Memphis and the other centers of the industry, 
leaving the large number of country mills, and 
consequently the totals, the subject of some 
uncertainty. We have, atthe cost of a good 
deal of labor on the part ot our friends who 
desired accurate statistics,and ourselves who 
aim at the publication of facts that are not dis- 
torted, made annual compilations which have 
not failed to fairly represent the magnitude of 
the business, though we believe they have 
fallen somewhat short of expressing the real 
magnitude of the industry and the extent of 
the domestic consumption of cottonsed pro- 
ducts. For two years there has been no com- 
plete list of cottonseed oil mills issued, for the 
reason that the number of mills projected and 
built has grown to such an exfent in new local- 
ities, that errors and omissions have been una- 
voidable in the lists prepared by the Associa- 
tion, as well as our own. We have taken 
special pains to prepare for this issue and for 
our cottonseed map, a full list of mills project- 
ed, in process of erection, and in operation. 
Included in this are the mills that have burned 
and, although not rebuilt, have not been aban- 
doned as mill properties, and still have a cor- 
porate if not an active existence. 

Our list includes 130 mills, of which 117 are 
equipped with an aggregate of 6,547 boxes or 
pilates and are presumably in operation. Of 
the remaining number 6 have been burned and 
are not yet rebuilt, and 8are projected. Some 
of the latter are building, while others exist 
only on paper and wili quite likely never get 
beyond thatstage. There is little to encourage 
the erection of new mills, unless it may be here 
and there in localities too remote from the

the entire territory represented in colors on 
the map is bordered by a strip of varying width 
in which less than one per cent. of the average 


present centers of manufacture to make it 
profitable to ship seed, but which could supply 
enough seed to run a local mill. Mills of this 
class, many of themof very small size, have in- 
creased in number considerably during the last 
two years, and, although not altogether suc- 
cessful, their further increase is encouraged by 
the local transportation lines in some sections 
of the South, which see more freight in the 
products of a mill than in the seed alone,even if 
there were a market outside for the latter. The 
small mills which appear in our present list in 
larger number than in any previous one, are 
not likely to succeed in competition with the 
larger establishments, except upon the basis of 
local patronage, and the extent to which they 
prosper in the future and increase in number 
is dependent largely upon local enterprise and 
the demand that may arise for meal as fertili- 
zers. The advent of the American Cotton Oil 
Co, has suggested a possible revolution in the 
business, as that company seems to have the 
power in its seed cleaning process, in conjunc- 
tion with the other branches of the business,to 
change in some measure the centers of the 


industry, There is a possibility that the 
industry will in the future be center 
ed in the larger mills at points where 


practically unlimited seed is available 
and in small mills that are run on a limited lo- 
cal supply of seed and with a local market in 
view for their meal and a share of their oil. 
The moderate sized interior mills at points 
where there is a good supply of seed and on 
thoroughfares which might make that seed 
available to the large manufacturing centers, 
are more in danger of the competition of the 
combination than anyone else, if it be found 
that anyone is in danger. 

The relation which the consumption of seed 
by the oil mills bears to the entire crop is an 
interesting study. The following table shows 
the seed supply for each of the past ten years, 
reckoned on the authenticated figures of the 
cotton crop ard on a basis of two pounds of 
seed toa pound of cotton. These figures are 
graphically illustrated on our map.

The amount of seed required for planting is 
necessarily an uncertain quantity, but we have 
calculated it on the basis of the averages furn- 
ished by the census returns for 1880, This shows 
the crop of 1879-80 to have yielded an average 
of 378 lbs. of seed to the acre. The census 
statements of the quantity of seed used in 
planting are so variable that it is difficult to 
strike an average, but we have accepted 75 Ibs. 
as a fair mean and have therefore assumed that 
one-fifth of each seed crop (approximately, as 
75 is to 375) is required for planting. Now, 
while this amount would probably cover all 
necessary use for planting, the census reports 
indicate that the work is done so largely 
by “rule of thumb” in many localities, 
that we are inclined to believe there 
is an amount of waste which would 
carry the total consumpsion for planting be- 
yond what we have allowed. Moreover, there 
isa considerable portion of the suiplus seed 
which is not and never can be available for 
crushing. We find that the present crushing 
capacity is equal to 1,571,000 tons of seed, as- 
suming that the mills were run to their full 
capacity for eight months in the year. This 
would leave from the apparent surplus of last 
year (crop of 1883-4) 403,000 tons, which there 
were no means of utilizing except as manure 
in its natural state. But asmall percentage of 
this latter quantity could probably be reached, 
so that we may safely assume that the existing 
crushing capacity is equal to the supply of 
seed that could possibiy be made available, 
even as it is known to be far in excess of any 
supply that has thus far been brought to 
the doors of the mills. To obtain this 
full supply of seed would involve a largely in- 
creased cost to the mills for transportation by 
rail and for longer distances than it now under. 
goes. The product of 1,571,000 tons of seed 
would be about 56,000,000 gallons, while the 
largest production we have had up to this time 
is, say, 20,000,000 gallons in 1882-88. It can 
readily be seen, therefore, that the utilization 
of the possibly available surplus of seed 
by the existing mills or, by mills at the present 
prominent crushing points, would be at an ad- 
vanced cost of seed,and would at the same 
time precipitate a quantity of oil upon the 
market that must depress values below any 
point yet dreamed of. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that the increase of production is not 
practicable except by local mills in localities 
where the seed is not now used, and that there 
can really be little encouragement for such 
mills until new outlets are found for the oil. 

The distribution of mills with reference to 
the cotton producing area and the transporta- 
tion lines, is shown by our map. This map 


Almost 


is in cotton, but this strip would represent so 


small a portion of the cotton production of the 
country that we have not deemed it worthy of 
delineation. The map is valuable as showing 
the area in which more than % per cent 
of the cotton crop of the United States 
is grown, and the boundaries just outside 
of which most of the remaining 10 per 
cent. is produced. Asexplained on the map 
the lightest color indicates territory in which 
from 1 to 5 per cent of the acreage isin cotton; 











the next darker color represents from 5 to 15 

per cent of the acreage in n, and the dark- 
est color indicates over 15 per cent, As will be 
seen there is but a limited area in which this 
high percentage is found, and there is scarcely 
a country in the south in which 2% per cent of 
the area is devoted to this staple, the areas of 
densest cultivation indicated on the map seldom 
reaching 20 per cent, although always 15 per 
cent or above.

As will be seen the export trade in 1884 was of 
more liberal proportions than that of several 
preceding years; in fact it approximated close- 
ly that of largest year previous to the 
imposition of the Italian duties. The 
disposition of the production of 1881-2 and that 


of 1882-3, (the latter the largest ever known) in 
the face of an almost complete stoppage of the 
export trade, must be regarded as among the 
mos: striking phenomena of this altogether 
phenomenal industry. But the opportunities 
for such an extension of the domestic consump- 
tion were especially favorable during those 
yearsin the condition of the lard trade, and 
they could not be depended upon to per- 
manently consume any such proportion of the 
vegetable oil. : This was foreseen by the more 
far-sighted refiners, and the efforts were made 
which led to the increased exportation of 1883 
and 1884, The future of the trade must depend 
to no small extent upon the development of a 
more liberal domestic consumption. ‘The com- 
petiiion of other greases, all of which are very 
low in price, is more or less seriously felt 
by cottonseed oil, but its merits as compared 
with any competitor have maintained a higher 
average rance of values during th: past year 
than could have been looked for in view of the 
general business depression. The details of 
the fluctuations during the year are fully ex- 
plained in the review of this market on a suc- 
ceeding page, but we give herewith tables of 
monthly prices and details of exports for a 
period of years compiled from our successive 
annual reviews:

Annual Review of Oil Market. 


VEGETABLE OILS. 


The market for linseed oil opened at the best 
price of the year, and remained steady at 57c 
for several months. Offerings of western oil 
were limited shortly after the holidays and by 
February the city crushers had the field to 
themeelves. Their supply of domestic seed was 
also so small that most of the product on the 
market was Caicutta oil, which sold at the same 
price—an unparalleled circumstance in the his- 
tory of the trade. The crop of domestic sced 
has been the shortest since 1879, and the re- 
ceipts at Chicago were smaller by 1,837,988 
bushels than the receipts of the previous year. 
The average price of western oil during Janu- 
ary was 5lc at the mills and advanced on the 
average lc each month until June. The New 
York market was in a good position for an ad- 
vance, but the fear that higher prives would en- 
courage the importation of English oil, pre- 
vented a further appreciation of values. Crush- 
ers had been anticipating their wants and bought 
foreign seed for their future operations. During 
February orders were not pressing, owing prin- 
cipally to the backward and inclement weather, 
together with the general dullness of trade in 
all branches, and the only sustaining feature of 
the market was the high cost of seed. Later on, 
many of the western mills exhausted their sup- 
ply of seed and were compelled to buy oil to 
supply their regular customers. An advance to 
56c in Chicago during April was based on the 
strong position of the seed market and the appa- 
rent scarcity of oil, but it was subsequcntly de- 
veloped that some lots of the latter had been 
held back for just such an opportunity as the 
rise afforded. An expected surplus of oil from 
the eastern mills which would make good in part 
any deficit in the west, acted as a check upon 
prices. A drooping tendency set in about the 
middle of July, just the period when it was 
believed that a short supply of seed might so 
reduce the output of oil as to force prices higher. 
The fact that crushers did not take advantage 
of a position apparently so decidedly in their 
vor, was @ surprise to thetrade, The demand, 


while fair in the aggregate, was of such a small 
jobbing character, that it naturally tended to 
depress prices. From 56c the home market 
dropped by degrees to 53c in the latter part of 
August. The lower basis was anticipated, as 
new seed was offering with liberal crop pros- 
pects in all sections. The western market be- 
came overstocked with oil and lower prices 
ruled, although the cost of seed was above the 
parity of oil, City crushers changed their views 
to meet the circumstances, and during Septem 
ber and October the market fluctuated between 
53@54c. The general depression continuing and 
with free offerings of western oil on this market, 
values declined to 52c in the last of November 
for raw domestic or Calcutta oil, and no change 
from this quotation was found nevessary until a 
few days before the close of the year when the 
New York market was quoted at5le. The aver- 
age range in Chicago during December was 46@ 
47c for raw oil, with boiled oil selling for 2c 
higher, instead of 3c as formerly. New domestic 
seed arrived earlier than usual, the first carload 
being reported in Chicago about the middle of 
July, for which $147 was asked. The highest 
price realized was $168 in May and $1 33 the 
lowest in November. City crushers have been 
well supplied with Calcutta seed, and it was not 
found necessary to purchase much domestic 
seed. The crop ofseed for the year under re- 
view is placed at 7,000,000 bushels, or 500,000 
bushels more than the previous season. In- 
spected receipts in Chicago for the year just 
closed were 2,865,750 bushels and for 1883, 
8,122,955 bushels, while the total inspected ship- 
ments were 1,911,834 bushels against 2,465,176 
for 1883. The amount of flaxseed in store on 
December 31, 1884, was 282,232 bushels, as com- 
pared with 311,725 bushels on December 31, 
1883. The arrivals of Calcutta and Bombay seed 
at this port from January I to December 31, 
1884, reached 3,321,481 bushels. The extent to 
which domestic seed has been displaced here by 
foreign seed is shown by the comparison with 
the light importations during 1883, amounting 
in all to 1,369,901 bushels. Tha consumption of 
foreign seed in the United States during 1884 
was 930,238 bags, or the largest since 1875, when 
the amount reached 981,203 bags. The year 1881 
shows the smallest consumption, when only 
183,962 bags were required. In 1882, 186,808 
bags entered into consumption, and 1883 in- 
creased the amount to 388,030 bags. 

Crude cottonseed oil has not received the same 
attention on this market as in former years. 
The bulk of the trade done here was transferred 
to first hands and some receivers did no business 
in crude for several months. The market 
opened in January at 40}¢c but extremely dull, 
and during the remainder of the month the 
price declined 4¢c each week until 38c was 
reached. Buyers were few and indifferent, and 
their wants were confined to very small quanti- 
ties. Stocks on spot were not large, but the de- 
mands were so limited that no encouragement 
was offered for an increase of receipts. The 
shortage in the cotton crop reduced the quantity 
of available seed below the previous years it was 
alleged, and although the number of mills in ope 
ration was larger than usual,the general expecta- 
tion was entertained that the total consumption 
of seed and make of oil would be 
much below 1882-83, On April 28, some 
of the Memphis mills formed a _ joint 
stock company to reduce expenses of crush- 
ing, limit competition and dispense with the 
services of middlemen, and subsequently a cot- 
tonseed association for the Mississippi valley 
was established, asin some previous years, Lo- 
cal differences growing out of the raw seed sup- 
ply have in many instances led some mills into a 
seed fight, and in order to remedy this the seed 
pool or pro rata agreement was entered into and 
the price for seed on the levee was fixed at $8 
per ton, The pool has been maintained and no 
change made in the valce of seed, It is acknowl- 
edged by crushers that the season of 1883-4 was 
fairly profitable to them and in individual cases 
good dividends have been paid on the year’s 
work. The dullness on this market was attrib- 
uted to the low prices of substitutes,the remark- 
able business depression which commenced in 
May and tothe presidential election. Values 
sagged to 34c in June and dropped to 30c in the 
third week of July, which was the lowest price 
of the year for prime crude ollin this market. 
Values never recoved to the point recorded in 
the first week in January. During September 
and October the fluctuations were between 3446 
35c the reveipts of new oil were light and more 
confidence was expressed in the stability of the 
market. But a liberal quantity of prime oil that 
had been held off the market here was freely 
offered and values became easier, 3lc being the 
closing figure of the year. The business of the 
twelve months has been characterized by the ab- 
sence of a desire to make large deals and of a 
speculative feeling. The situation has been in 
favor of the crushers. At Memphis and New 
Orieans prices have been relatively higher than 
New York and the demand for crude from 
Southern refiners have been urgent. The average 
monthly prices for crude and summer yellow 
during the year were as follows, while the aver- 
age prices for the past twelve years. and total 
production for the past fourteen years, will be 
found on another page.

Refined cottonseed oil furnished a better ba- 
sis ‘for businees than crude, but the home de. 
mand was anything but satisfactory. The fluc 
tuations have had a wide range and like crude, 
commanded the best price inthe first week of 
January, when 45i4c was realized. Prices re- 
ceded to 44c at the latter end of the month but 
rallied again in the last week of February only 
to make a lower drop to 43c in the last week of 
March. The opening of April found the market 
at 41c and Jater on 424¢¢ was reached. May was 
merely a repetition of the previous month, and 
June progressed without important changes un- 
til the close, when 39c, the lowest price of the 
year, was reached. This was ata season when 
financial circles were disturbed over important 
failures and trade was unsettled. July brought 


better results with prices ranging from 
40 to B41lKe. The market during Au- 
guet remained comparatively steady at 


4lo, while in September there was a reate 
action to 44c and the better feeling continued 
for three weeks. October recorded another de- 
cline to 41c and ever since then the market has 
been wavering between 40@41c. Values being 
relatively lower here than in New Orleans and 
Memphis, the bulk of the receipts has come from 
the interior mills. A prominent element in the 
trade was the combination of refiners in connec- 
tion with the American Cotton Oil Co, and it was 
generally hinted that the company intended to 
gain a monopvuly of the refining business through 
the advantages it possessed in the seed market. 
The market was not disturbed however, by any 
of its movements. The depressed condition of 
affairs enabled refiners to meet the terms of for- 
eign buyers and thus relieve the market of the 
surplus stocks. Cheap seed also tended to en- 
large the outlet, as the extraordinary increase 
in shipments shows. Had it oot been for this 
movement, the southern markets would have 
suffered. The threatened increase of import 
duties by the Italian Government did not inter- 
fere with business. The foreign demand from 
this port for twelve months ending December 31, 
1884, reached 1,051,101 gallons, against 801,320 
gallons for 1883, or an increase of 249,781 gal- 
lons for 1884, and representing a difference in 
value of $80,954. New Orleans sent 44,821 bar- 
rels of oil abroad during 1884, in comparison 
with 22,509 barrels in 1883. England, Italy, 
France and Austria were the largest buyers. The 
cake and meal branch of the business makes a 
good showing. Germany has taken very freely 
of the better quality of meal, and considerable 
cake has gone to the Continent. Prices ruled 
comparatively steady throughout the season and 
the demand was good until the better part of the 
year, although the sugar interest did not require 
the usual supply, having suffered so much from 
overfiow. 

The couse of the market for Ceylon cocoanut 
oil was not marked by any important fluctua- 
tions until the latter part of the year. January 
opened with holders very firm in their views on 
account of the strong position of tallow, and 
nothing under 7544@734c was named for parcels 
ex store and 7c for goods on the way. Before 
the close of the month 7}¢c was accepted for 
spot, but February brought an improvement to 
734@8c, and in the early part of March consider- 
able business on spot was done at 73%c ex store, 
and same price to arrive. Supplies being limited, 
prices were well maintained until May when 
near-by arrivals weakened the market and hola- 
ings were released at 7}¢c. Stocks were subse- 
qnently released upon arrival at 7}4c ex dock. 
Supplies on spot becoming reduced again, the 
market advanced to 734c in the latter part of 
June and remained about steady during July 
Values did not react above 7}¢c in August and 
early part of September for jobbing parcels, and 
this was the last time that the market touched 
that figure. A jobbing trade only was the fea- 
ture of business in the first part of October, 7340 
being the outside figure. The increase of stocks 
by large arrivals made prices recede to 7c whioh 
was the seliing quotation ex dock. From that 
figure the market tended downward until 6}¢c 
reached at the end of the year. Cochin oil has 
been in light demand, opening at 94c and ruling 
comparatively low but closing firm at 8}4c under 
limited supplies. The shipments from both Co- 
chin and Ceylon show a considerable increase 
upon the two previous years. Of the former, 
the total for the year ending in September 
amounted to 6000 tons, of which 4280 tons went 
to London, against a total of 4250 tons in 1883 
and 4730 in 1882. From Ceylon the shipments 
rose to 20,700 tons, or 5800 tons in excess of the 
previous year, London taking 8000 tons against 
6820, the Continent 8600 as against 4000, and 
America 3900. The large increase to the Conti- 
nent may be accounted for by the increased fa- 
cilities for shipping direct by steam to many of 
the Mediterran-an ports, which diverted large 
quantities which might otherwise have gone te 
other markets. Only 7782 tons were landed and 
taken into stock in London, notwithstanding the 
import being so much heavier, but this is in con- 
sequence of large quantities going forward mere- 
ly on Continental account. 

Although the consumption of olive oil is evi- 
dently greatly on the decrease, mineral and 
other vegetabie substitutes taking its place to a 
large extent, the article has furnished ammuni- 
tion for speculators. At the beginning of the 
year it was jobbing at 860 and remained steady 
until March, when a temporary spurt to 90@029 
was caused by limited stocks, In April th:

kinds of property exerted some influence among 
operators in this article, and they were disposed 
to pursue a conservative course. The receipts 
of lard at Chicago for 1884, according to Fair 
bank’s circular, aggregated 159,764 tierces 
against 180,025 tierces reveived in 1883. The 
shipments for 1884 reached 551,293  tierces 
against 638,065 tierces in 1883. The production 
for 1884 was about 390,000 tierces aga'nst 430,- 
000 during the previous year. The exports for 
the year ending Oetober 25 were about 62,000,- 
000 pounds smaller than during the correspond- 
ing period of 1882-3. The shipments were rela- 
tively lighter to the Continent than elsewhere, 
due partially to the quite liberal stocks carried 
over from last pear. The stocks of lard at 
various points in the United Ssates on December 
31, 1884, were 171,699 tierces against 187,170 for 
the same time in 1883 and 136,540 in 1882. Es- 
timated amount of lard inthe United States de- 
livcrable on contracts for prime steam, 136,300 
tierces against 170,000 tierces same time 1883 
and 1 2,561 for 1882. The stocks of lard in 
Europe on Declmber 81, 1885, were estimated at 
85,900 tierces, in comparison with 97,600 tierces 
in 1883 and 81,500 in 1882, 

While the home trade in lard oil has not been 
satisfactory, the deficit in that respect was off- 
set by the improvement in the foreign demand 
during the first six months. Low prices stimu- 
lated business in that direction, and although 
margins were smaller than the year previous, 
the movement was larger, especially for prime 
grades, but since October the exports fell be- 
hind last year. The lower grades were in limited 
demand, owing to the depression in the woolen 
industry. Prime city was quoted at 73c at the 
beginning of the year and remained steady until 
February, when the market sympathized with 
the better feeling in the lard market, and for six 
weeks 8028:'c was the regular quotation. From 
that time values gradually declined until 570 
was reached inJuly The market gained strength 
in August and September and remained in the 
sixties until December, when the easy tendency 
in other oils and greases sent the price down to 
58340, at which figure it closed on the last day 
of the year. From January 1 to December 31, 
1884, the amount taken by foreign countries 
reached 550,842 gallons, against 579,061 gallons 
for the same time of 1883, or a deficit for 1884 
of 28,119 gallons. The exports up to October 1 
showed an increase of 29,589 gallons over the 
same time last year. The total exports of the first 
named period were valued at $355,156, against 
$433,924 for 1883, or a difference of $78,768 in 
favor of last year. The largest demand this sea- 
son came from the United States of Colombia. 
England received the next largest amount and 
France comes next. The countries showing an 
increase in their wants over the previous year 
are Africa, Australia and New Zealand, Bel- 
gium, Brazil, British West Indies, British Guiana, 
Dutch West Indies, Germany, Hayti and San 
Domingo, Netherlands,Porto Rico and Venezue- 
la. The exports of lard oil have fallen off con- 
siderable this year to the Argentine Republic, 
Central America, Chili,Cuba,Danish West Indies, 
Denmark, Mexico, North America, Peru and 


Sandwich Islands.

their future wants. Under restric‘ed demands 
the market dropped to 35c in the beginning of 
June and from that point went down rapidly to 
30c intwo weeks. Manufacturers found that 
liberal receipts were depressiug values and cur- 
tailed their offerings. Market advanced to 33c 
by the middle of July, but it seemed impossible 
to sustain prices; as the good results of the fish 
ing season became known and the depression in 
general business circles became widespread, the 
market took a course downward. Throughout 
August the quotations were 31@31}¢c; Septem- 
ber, 3046@31c; October values dropped from 
29% to 27gc and since the second week in 
November the market has remained steady at 
27c, although a few large sales were made on 
this market at 26c. The year closed with sellers 
and buyers indifferent and with a determination 
on the part of the former to hold their stocks, 
which are estimated all the way from 12,000 to 
18,000 bbls. The local trade seemed to be well 
supplied and the market was inactive. Follow-

As an outline of the sperm and whale oil oper- 
ations for the year we give the following review 
of the situation from the Whalemen’s Shipping 
List: It says that the results of the year, like its 
predecessors, have been unsatisfactory and dis- 
couraging to those who have continued to ‘risk 
their capital in the whale fishery. With two or 
three exceptions the larger class of vessels that 
arrived dcring the year made losing voyages,and 
with the discouraging features that still exist, it 
is doubtful if they are soon fitted out again. Of 
the vessels in port one-half at least are known 


to be for sale, and of those expected to arrive’ 


during this year it is now intended that a num- 
ber will be offered for sale. The North Atlantic 
fleet was more fortunate on the whole than dur- 
ing the year previous, the smaller vessels doing 
the best. Some good catches of sperm oil were 
made on the west coast of South America during 
the months from April to October, seven vessels 
averaging 700 bbls, one taking 1,200 bbls, and 
three or four vessels did quite wellin New 
Holland. The season in the Arctic was better 
than that of 1883, but not fully satisfactory, ex- 
cept to some having steamers that penetrated the 
ice which the sailing vessels considered unsafe to 
enter, thereby obtaining good catches. 
Thirty-nine vessels cruised there, and the 
only loss was the steamer Bowhead

the Pacific Whaling Company and a fine ves- 
sel. Her catchings had been previously shippec 
home. The fleet averaged 527 bbls. whale oil 
and 8380 pounds whalebone. Three vessels on 
New Zealand did well right whaling, taking an 
average of 700 bbls. The total number of ves- 
sels of all classes engaged in the business is 133, 
of which 19 hail from San Francisco and all but 
one engaged in Arctic whaling. The decrease 
of the catching power during the year was 1912 
tons, the greater portion of which bad been 
engaged in sperm whaling. The present ton- 
nage of the entire fleet is 31,207, of which 8432 is 
at home ports. Of the remaining 27,775 tons, 
about one-half is exclusively engaged in Arctic 
whaling, one-quarter exclusively sperm whal- 
ing, and the remaining one-quarter sperm and 
right whaling; showing the tonnage engaged 
in sperm whaling to be about 10,400 tons, which 
is about 20 per cent less than last year. The 
consumption of sperm oil was well maintained, 
notwithstanding the depressed condition of 
business all over the country during the year. 
The consumption of whale’ oil was curtailed in 
consequence of lack of stock, but very little of 
the northern catch of 1883 having been sent to 
the eastern market. In consequence of the 
high price of whalebone, the consumption was 
not as large as the previous year. The exports 
were less than previous years, especially of 
sperm oil, a large stock having been carried 
over in London, January Ist, 1884. The con- 
sumption in Europe of sperm oil reached 13.650 
bbls., and the stock remaining on hand Janu- 
ary Ist. 1885, 426 tuns, is about one-half of that 
on January Ist, 1884. Sperm oil began the year 
at 90c, touched 76c in November and closed at 
Ticin December. Whale oil began the year at 
66140, touched 57c in November and closed at 
54c in December. Whalebone began the year 
at $4.75, touched $200 in October and closed at 
$2.35in December. Our figures of imports in- 
clude that imported into San Francisco by ves- 
sels owned there, which in former years were 
ommitted.

MINERAL OILS. 

Mineral lubricating oils have experienced an 
unusual shaking up sinee the first of the year. 
The market for paraffine oils opened rather 
weak at 14@l5c for best grades of 2 gravity, 
and llc for 28 gravity, but before the month 
was out 12c was the schedule price for the for- 
merand 10c for the latter. The market re- 
mained fairly steady until after the financial 
panic in May, when values became unsettled. 
The general business depression and closing 
down of various industries that were liberal 
consumers of minera) oils for lubricating pur- 
poses, were the prime factors in unsettling 
confidence in the oiltrade. A vast number of 
looms and spindles ceased >perations, and for 
a time trade seemed to bave been strangled, so 
far as most manufacturers were concerned. In 
a few instances the filling of foreign contracts 
made business active, but there was a lament- 
able lack generally of home demand. Jobbers, 
commission merchants and brokers were re- 
quired to resort to other channels of trade for 
a livelihood, as many complained of not meet- 
ing office expenses. A comparison of quota- 
tions with those of same time last year exhibits 
an important decline In paraffine oils the 
summer grades were offered as inducements. 
and the low price of twelve cents for twenty- 
five gravity was gradually reached after a war- 
fare of afew weeks during the early part of 
the summer. At the time it was not expected 
toremain permanently, but the close of the 
year found the best quality of 25 gravity win- 
ter oil selling at 11@11}¢c, and 28 gravity at 8c, 
with exceptional sales at Tigc. Even at these 
figures the market was unsteady and buyers 
were looking for the next drop. 

The next important decline has been in neu- 
tral oils. Prime 344 vity bloomless opened 
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at 30c as the inside figure and 37 gravity com 


manded 20c, but supplies of the former became 
scarce on account of unfavorable weather to 
manufacture and the market advanced to 34c 
for most brands, while 37 gravity also bene- 
fitted by tlre position and advanced to 23c. In 
February, the che :p oils interfered materially 
with the movement of better grades, 
and as many mills and factories were 
closed or closing on account of labor 
strikes, the consumptive wants were there- 
by considerably curtailed Business being 
stagnant forsome months, and manufacturers 
becoming tired of carrying large and accumu- 
lating stocks, about midsummer commenced 
to cut prices to influence trade until there was 
an average decline of five cents. Owing to the 
drug of light gravities on the market, refiners 
found it necessary to make more of the thirty- 
one and thirty-two gravities to meet a purticu- 
lardemand. These commanded good figures 
when strictly bloomless and filtered. Some 
choice wool stocks of the same gravities were 
on the market at a decline from eighteen to 
thirteen cents, the latter representing the in- 
side figure. The second grades had no value in 
fact. What are termed “not bloomless” oils 
received little or no attention by the trade. 
There was a time when they met with a moder- 
ate demand on account of their cheapness, but 
the better grades supplanted them. About the 
latter part of September, another important 
decline occurred in neutral oils, which was 
caused by cheap offerings from the west. Sharp 
competition followed and other brands were 
offered freely of winter neutral oils at four- 
teen and twelve cents for thirty-one and thirty- 
two egravities, which formerly commanded 
twenty-four and twenty-two cents; also thirty- 
four and thirty-seven gravities at twelve and 
ten cents, formerly held at twenty and eighteen 
cents. Some manufacturers declined to reduce 
values and sti]l quoted their brands within the 
range of sixteen and twenty-eight cents, ac- 
cording to quality. They argued that as the 
consumption of neutral oils was comparatively 
small and the movement limited to a certain 
amount and .no more, there was no sense in 
favoring buyers to that extent. The desire to 
unload was the great bearish element of the 
market. The fancy brands commanded usual 
prices, as they were offered by few manufac- 
turers and bad little inquiry at any time. The 
heavy cut in other grades caused considerable 
commotion in the trade, and manufacturers 
who refused to meet the market, maintained 
toat the cheap offerings were not regular 
bloomless oils, but this statement was just as 
flatly contradicted on the other side. This state 
of affairs continued until the latter part of 
December, when the scarcity Of supplies in the 
cheap ‘grades, strengtheued the market, and 
the year closed with the best grades of 34 gerav- 
ity bloomless commanding 16@18c, and 87 
gravity 14@16c,but the dcmands were very lim- 
ited. 

Cylinder stocks of high viscosity still bring 
full prices and the demand has been moder- 
ately fair. No material changes have occurred 
within the year for good quality and steady 
prices rule except for dark steam refined, 
which has fluctuated between 8@16c, according 
to quality. Extracold test was not held at 
such high prices at the close of the year, the 
inside figure being 24c against 30c at the open- 
ing of the year. One of the prominent features 
of the trade was the desire of manufacturers to 
improve on the quality offered the home and 
foreign markets. Many important changes 
have been made in this respect during the year, 
and for the benefit of the consumer. As a 
result of studying the uses of machinery and 
the varied wants of consumers, the market was 
furnished with better grades of lubricants. the 
merits of which have been tried by practical 
experiments before offered to the buyer. 

Black reduced oils have been unsettled in 
value, the cheap grades being the prime factor, 
assisted by the general depression in the Jatter 
part of the year. The market opened at 9, 11@ 
150 for the first three grades on the list respect- 
ively. No change occurred during the season 
for cold test grades, but prices forthe same 
remained nominal during the heated term, and 
last fal! the market started out on an established 
basis of 8, 9}44@13c respectively, the figures 
given being the inside quotations. This sched- 
ule was observed until near the end of the year, 
when prices for some brands receded to 7%, 
84@llc for the three cold test grades, while 
other brands continued to be quoted at former 
prices. Summer oil opened at 64gc and was 
quoted at 74437%c in midsummer, but gradu- 
ally dropped to 6}4c, at which price it closed.

REPORTER. 


Mineral lubricating oils have made up par- 
tially from the foreign demands, what they lost 
in the curtailed home movement. The aggre- 
gate exports for 1884 were 10,236,926 gallons in 
comparison with 8,764,591 gallons for 1883, an 
increase of 1,472,335 for 1884. The value of the 
oil sent abroad last year was placed at $2,113,064, 
against $1,645,100 for 1883, 


PARAFFINE WAX. 


Crude paraffine wax was in good demand in the 
early part of the year, and commanded 8@84c 
for 126@ 128 melting point and 844@9c for 130 test. 
The character of the demand changed, a better 
quality than usual being in request and manu- 
facturers were pecuniarily influenced to pro- 
duce grades of a melting point ranging between 
139@134 degrees. The general business depres- 
sion weakened values gradually in the latter 
half of the year and at the close, 744@734c was 
the range according to quatity, the latter figure 
being for prime 130 melting point. The con- 
sumption of American paraffine wax abroad 
has been increasing to an encouraging extent, 
although part of the crude returns to this 
country occasionally in a refined state. We 
find that from January 1 to December 31, 1884, 
the amount of wax sent abroad reached 17,985,- 
420 pounds against 14,670,574 pounds in 1883. 


Refined wax was quoted at 16@18c at the 
opening of the year for prime grades, but the 
market gradually weakened to 1434@15c, said to 
have been brought about principally by free 
offerings of foreign wax, Business was also 
restricted, and instead of gaining strength the 
market closed at 12c for 130 melting point, 18c 
for 134 and 13c for 187 melting point and for 
a better gerade lic was asked. Latterly, no 
large lots were moving and the feeling was 
weak. 


NAVAL STORES. 


The market for spirits of turpentine opened 
at 33c in January, 1884 and remained fairly 
steady to April, then declining on delivery of 
new crop to 3l}¢c. Statistics for the year show 
a general decline in receipts, deliveries, and 
exports, and business on the whole rather dull. 
The exports only reached 684,045 gallons in 1884, 
in comparison with 1,413,675 gallons in 1883. 
The highest figure of the year was reached in 
February, being 38c, and the lowest 30cin June 
and July, the closing figure of the year being 
3le. Stocks in London were heavy at the time 
and an important suspension in the trade there 
depressed values. During the early summer an 
effort was made by members of the New York 
Naval Stores Exchange to introduce a system 
of storing Spirits of turpentine, substantially 
on the same plan asthe business in crude oil 
certificates is conducted, thus giving turpen- 
tine a marketable value as collateral and re- 
sulting in having the bulk of the spirits stored 
here. It was claimed that a great drawback to 
successful dealing exists from the lack of 
proper facilities for safe storage. Leakage 
from the barrels is said to be from one to three 
per cent per month, and on this account the 
banks will not accept turpentine stock as 
security. The result of the agitation 
was the organization of the New York 
Naval Stores Storage Company, with a nominal 
capital of $50,000, divided into 500 shares of $100 
each. The terms were ten per cent cash and 
the remainder in assessments when required. 
A license was procured by five members to act 
as commissioners to place the movement on a 
successful footing. The purpose was to es- 
tablish six tanks in Brooklyn with a capacity of 
2,000 barrels each. 4 site wasselected and it was 
thought the work of erecting tanks would pro- 
gress without interruption, but interest in the 
scheme lagged, and as the sum of $25,000, neces- 
sary us a starting fund, could uot be obtained, 
the whole matter dropped for the time being, 
but is in position to be revived. 


It would no doubt be interesting to give in 
this connection the course of the market in 
former years. The opening waslow and easy 
in 1878, prices touching 27c per gallon; improv- 
ing in the autumn; ‘opened low in 1879; ad- 
vanced slightly; receded and for a while ruled 
at 25l¢c per gallon. but in October, with light 
stocks, became active and buoyant, advancing 
20c in six weeks, touching 46c per gallon, and 
later continuing fairly active at 40@42c. In 
1880 it opened firm, although, with demand 
light and stocks fair, it reached 50c—the best 
figure for several years in March; then declined 
on new crop receipts in May; short speculative 
interests in the south sustained prices inthe 
latter part of the year, and closing quotations 
were about 47c. Opened at the latter figure in 
1881, prices hardening owing to smaller stocks; 
weakened on receipt of new crop, but in the 
latter half of the year ruled active and high, at 
about 50c. In 1882 opened 55i¢c., demand and 
consumption well maintained; advanced to 6lc 
in April, new crops being late and stocks in 
Atlantic ports scant; heavy exports forced 
prices to 65c, then a decline during the sum- 
mer to 44c, followed by an advance in the latter 
part ofthe year. In 1883 opened at 2c, declin- 
ed to 35c by May, and was 40@Alc in the fall, 
easing off with a quiet trade. 

The rosin market was depressed at the open- 
ing of the year, owing *o the large surplus 
carried over from the increased production of 
1883, pricipally in the Georgia crop. Toward 
the end of the year prices were bettered some- 
what, owing to lighter stocks, still the demand 
was latterly small and freights too high, the 
market for the year closing easy.

There was practically no outlet for low 
grades of rosin. The foreign demand had been 
cut off by reasonof unsatisfactory freights. 
An order for 450 bbls of No 2 Eand F from 
South America, however, was filled during the 
last week of the year at fullfigures. There was 
avery limited demand for the same grades 
from the home trade,and no special inquiry for 
fine grades which continued in light supply 
and firmly held Sat former prices. Medium 
grades were not wanted to any important ex- 
tent. The closing quotations were as follows: 
Strained at $1 224; good strained at $1 27%; No 
2 (E) at $1 30@1 8244; No 2 (F) at $140; No 1(G) 
at $150; No 1(H) at $1 70; good No 1 (1) at $2 20; 
low pale (K) at $275; pale (M) at $3 6244; extra 
pale (N) at $425; window glass (W) at $4 75. 


Pitch Opened in January at $1 85@1 90 and 
tar at $2 75@3 00; a gradual decline occurred, 
until $1 70@1 90 was the range for pitch and $2 
@2 25 for tar, the clossing quotations for the 
year. 

Review of the naval stores market as report- 
ed by 8. P. SHotrrzerR & Co., Wilmington and 
Savannah, 

The crop year for naval stores begins and 
ends with April Ist, and all statistical records 
are compiled from that date. The present, 
however, is not so far distant, but we can see 
“the beginning of the end” and form a fairly 
correct idea of the year’s work. While this has 
been a year of ulmost universal depression,we 
know of no article of merchandise which has 
suffered more keenly than that which we have 
under consideration. Although the production 
has decreased twenty per cent, and the statis- 
tical position constantly improved, there has 
been no time within the year when spirits tur- 
pentine and rosin also, (with the exception of 
the finest grades) have not sold below the cost 
of production. The result is that many of the 
weaker producers have been compelled to dis- 
continue operations, and the close of the season 
witnesses a sharp falling off in receipts, with a 
certainty of materially decreas2d production, 
the coming season, when the lesson will be fur- 
nished that itis much better to make a little 
at a profit than to ov r-produce at a loss. 








SPIRITS TURPENTINE. 


A glance at the tables given below will show 
the stock to be considerably less than last year, 
but this is more than offset by a Jarge surplus 
in London. The only feature of the article is 
weakness, and while the price is too low to ad- 
mit of much decline, it will take some time in 
the present condition of trade to work off this 
surplus, and nothing but main force of specu- 
lation can cause any material advance. 


ROSIN. 


Here the conditions are better. The receipts 
are 254,418 bbls less than last year, a decrease of 
25 per cent.,and the supply is80,000 bbis less, 
with a brisk demand from Europe and no ex- 
ceasive stocks there. The lower grades have 
ruled so cheap as not to net the rroducer the 
freight to market, and many have thrown the 
product away. The resulting decline in re- 
ceipts bas produced quite a_ reaction, 
and a marked short interest having 
developed, quotations have been carried 
to the highest point of the year. 
but the demand is unabated and offerings be- 
ing small, with prices still comparatively 
cheap, the probabilities are that a still higher 
range of values will obtain. Pale grades are 
steady with a fair jobbing trade. Ihe crop has 
been short this year and will be still smaller 
next season. There will be no surplus to carry 
over, and as consumers both at home and 
abroad are supplying only absolute require- 
ments, an average year’s business means excel- 
lent prices for the producer.

THE SITUATION SUMMED UP. 

The statistical history of the year 1884, says 
the Petroleum Age, may be briefly summed up 
as follows: 

1. The net stocks in the region were increased 
during the year 1,157,327, equal to a daily aver- 
age of 3,162 barrels. 

2. The Pipe Line runs decreased at the rate 
of 2,364 barrels a day. 

8. The shipments from the region averaged 
4,026 barrels per diem more than during the 
preceding year. 

4. The exports of petroleum increased at the 
rate of 33,994 gallons a day. 

5. There were 599 fewer productive wells 
completed in 1884 than in 1883, and the number 
of dry holes drilled was 22 in excess of the 
number drilled during 1883. 

6. The highest price of oil certificates in 1884 
was 914 cents below the highest price in 1888, 
and the price fell lower by 3334 cents than the 
lowest price of the preceding year. 

7. The average price for 1884 was 22 cents less 
than the average price for 1883. 

8. Of the total amount of oil produced in 
1884, the Bradford field is credited with 51 per 
cent, Allegany with 12 per cent, while all the 
other fields and districts produced but 37 per 
cent. 

THE REFINED MARKET. 

The refined market storted in at the opening 
of 1884 at 9%c. In March it fell off to 8i¢c. For 
four months it was a fraction or two above 8 
cents. In July it fell off to 734c, advanced in 
August to 8340, fell back in September to 8c, 
slumped off to 7%c in October, and during No- 
vember and December scarcely fluctuated at 
all. A table showing the prices of refined oil, 
during 1834, appears elsewhere in this review. 
It shows that the average price for the year 
was 8i4c. The weekly quotations of 110 test in 
barrels for export, and 150 water white in job- 
bing lots for the home trade have been as 
follows: The quotation for 70 Abel test is 
always }¢c above that for 110 test.

Refined in barrels for export continues in 
fairdemand. Since our last about 85,000 bar- 
rels bave been sold at the advance, mcstly for 
English and German ports. Yesterday and to- 
day the export trade was moderate, with sma 
dealings. Sellers however were firm and not 
at all disposed to give any concessions. For 70 
degree Abel test delivered on the docks at New 
York, 754c was asked, the price for the out- 
ports, Philadelphia and Baltimore, being 73¢c 
and 7i¢c respectively. 

There is little or no demand for oil in cases 
forexport. The far East which is our best 
customer for case oil, seems to have stocked 
up, which accounts for the extreme dullness in 
that branch of trade. The market con- 
tinues quiet but firm at 8%c for plain brands 
and 9%4c for the Atlantic brand of 
cases. Exporters are confident that there will 
be a material improvement in the refined 
market when spring sets in. The stocks in 
Europe are very low, and will soon need re- 
plenishing. The charters for the week re- 
duced to crude equivalent were 184,602 barrels. 

The home trade movement in domestic oils is 
fair, and prices are steady at 10}¢c for water 
white or 150 test. 9144@94c for State test, and 
9@9}éc for Standard white, or 130 test.

The linseed oil market is gradually stiffening, 
but quotations remain unchanged. The bot- 
tom figure for large lots is 52c immediate de- 
livery and 53c for jobbing parcels, The stocks 
of oil are not large and preparations are being 
made to meet the increased demand expected 
by spring. Only a moderate jobbing business 
is doing, and some sales for forward delivery at 
53@54c. Western oil is scarce on spot and we 
believe it is the purpose to have it remain go, as 
views of crushers are much higher for spring 
delivery. The quotation is 5le ex store and 
single barrels have brought 52@53c in some 
cases. 

Crude cottonseed oil is Jobbing ex-store at 37 
@38c. A small lot of prime about due at this 
port could be bought at 3544@36c. This is the 
only indication of business in crude oil on this 
market for some weeks. A change inthe seed 
situation is daily expected: The ofl combina- 
tion has threatened to break the pool if itis 
not shown the preference and its demands for 
10,000 tons of seed not acceded to. We are in- 
formed by wire to-day from New Orleans 
that the pool still exists and that its 
fixed price of $1250 per’ ton 
seed ex-levee is adhered to. 
also said that most of the seed is forward. This 
being the case, any new developments in 
the seed market would have but little if any 
effect on oil values. A dealer on this market, 
who is kept well informed by Southern ad- 
vices, stated to-day that considerable seed re- 
mained in the interior and that it would not be 
brought forward until better prices were given. 
He thought the rumored fight would advance 
prices and result in the planters offering all in 
their possession. He believed there was plenty 
of seed to goaround and some to spare, and in- 
timated that the dull and apparently weak 
condition of the Southern markets is owing to 
this cause, and the fact that the export demand 
had fallen off. The facts do not support this 
view, asthe New Orleans market for crude oil 
isle higher than this time last week, being 
quoted by wire to-day at 35c, while the Mem- 
phis market is unchanged and firm at 35c. 


Refined cottonseed oil has receded slightly in 
value since last writing. Dealers are still de- 
manding 42c in some instances and talking bull- 
ish, chiefly an the high prices for seed, reported 
scarcity, short season, &c, Only 476 bbisarrived 
during the week, making in all 7,963 bbls since 
January 1. The comparatively limited receipts 
did not support values as the market weakened, 
and inthe face of a tolerably good demand. 
The inside figure last week for prime but not 
choice oil was 41c; it was exceptional, the pop- 
ular range being 4144@42c. To-day several of- 
fers to sell were made at 41c for prime summer 
yellow, and a holder seemed so anxious for 
business that he offered fo b terms at 4ic. Al- 
though a lower price was not named, it is be- 
lieved 4044c would buy ex dock, as other prime 
stock was released at this figure during the 
week. Other holders were inclined to be firm 
at 4144@42c, and reported sales of 250 bbls tor 
export at the latter figure: other sales were 
made at 40Kc, 41@41}4c, with jobbing sales at 
4244@43c, the whole aggregating 1,500 bbis. Soap 
stock is attracting no attention on this market; 
occasionally some is expurted. The New Or- 
leans market is quoted to-day by our corres- 
pondent at 40c and dull. Memphis is unchanged. 

Ceylon cocoanut oil has been in active job- 
bing demand at 634@7¢. including 20 tons at 6%4c 
ex store. There are different opinions about 
the amount of stock on spot, but those in posi- 
tion to know state that it is not large. Cochin 
is Jobbing at 844@8}<c, and has no new develop- 
ments. There has been an arrival of Cuban oil 
since our last, which is nominally held at 64¢c. 
The demand is so light that a small quantity on 
this market requires a long time to become ex- 
hausted. 

Olive oil is moving off rather briskly at 4@ 
89c, with sales of 50 bbls Spanish at 84@8é6c, and 
85 bbls Italian at 88@89c. Olive foots un- 
changed and quoted at 7@74c. 

Palm oil is quoted 734c for choice on spot. A 
new lot of palm kernel oil, the first for about 
two years, is due this week. It is he)d at same 
price as regular grades.

Lard oil is steady at last week’s quotations of 
60@61c for prime city. No special improve- 
ment is to be noted in the volume of trade, but 
the tendency has been upward rather than de- 
pressing. City pressers are firm in their views 
and the cowparatively steady feeling in lard 
assists to support the strengthened tone. Extra 
winter western still commands previous quo- 
tations. The low grades are in limited supply 
and in light request. 

Crude menhaden fish oi] is nominally quoted 
at 30c on spot, but this price has been bid and 
refused during the week. The only business 
reported was a sale of 200 bbis for export at 30c. 
The few hundred barrels in store are out of the 
market, the holder declining to name a figure, 
while 30c has been offered without business. 
Some local consumers have been making 
known their wants, but decline to entertain a 
higher price than 30c. Exportersare claiming 
that prime light oil can be bought for 30c 
New York delivery, but that foreign 
buyers will not pay it. There are 
said to be nine holders of crude 
oil, four of whom are known to be firm and 
capable of holding on to their stocks through- 
out next season if necessary. They are said to 
represent 7000 bbls of oil and will not solicit 
business on present basis of the market. This 
leaves five uncertain holders who are thought 
to entertain high views but not so strong asthe 
remaining four, and buyers are looking to this 
source for their supplies. Navigation being 
closed by the severe weather, there can be no 
immediate movement of stocks, and it is owing 
principally to this reason that the market re- 
mains inactive. The better appreciation of 
values for crude, has had a similar effect in the 
refined grades. Manufacturers are disposed to 
ask an advance of 1@2c on some grades, but 
this is not always adhered to, as the fresh busi- 
ness starting up has not been rightly establish- 
ed, and they are taking forward steps slowly. 
Buyers of refined oil have not realized the true 
position of the market yet, but it is safe to as- 
sume that present prices are only temporary. 
Local manufacturers have been well supplied 
with crude for the small trade doing, but when 
they are compelled te go into the market to 
meet increased demands and psy the advanced 
prices for crude, the refined market will natu- 
rally have to sympathize. 

The sperm oil market is without any new 
features. Crude and refined are steady a 
former quotations, with no increase of business 
to report. Sales of crude have been made at 
90@9lc, with stock now placed at 12,500 bbls. 


Whale oil is barely steady, but no change in 
values is to be noted.

Annual Review of Heavy Chemicals. 





The past year has been one of unusual depres- 
sion in all lines of heavy chemicals, although 
the year started off well and the outlook bid 
fair to bea prosperous one, but, on the con. 
trary it has been the most unsatisfactory one 
to both manufacturers, dealers and importers 
that they have experienced for many years. 
There have been many causes which led to this 
state of affairs, and while some charge it to the 
recent Presidential election, which always has 
a tendency to unsettle trade, the principal 
cause may be summed up ina few words— 
over production, not only in this country, but 
abroad, as will be shown by the annual review 
of Mr. D. B. McCullough, of Liverpool, from 
which we make the following extracts; 

“The vourse of the chemical market during 

the past year has, with few and short inter- 
missions, been steadily downwards, especially 
in alkalies. The reduction in value of the 
principal articles. ranges from 15 to 20 per cent. 
The promises and expectations, with which the 
year opened, were not fulfilled, It was soon 
evident that supply was still being allowed to 
exceed the average demand. Buyers finding 
that they were dealing with an unknown quan- 
tity. lost faith, and it will take time and tact to 
restore confidence. The distrust was intensi- 
fied by the threatened rupture of the Bleaching 
Powder Combination. Prices dwindled away, 
and the market, left to itself, fell into the state 
of decaying dullness which must naturally pre- 
vail when transactions are confi..ed to the ope- 
rations of producer and consumer between 
themselves. The history of British trade and 
commerce isin evidence that the encourage- 
ment of the various interests engaged in the 
distribution of our manufactures, contributed 
largely to their success. The intervention of 
these agencies promotes vitality in business. 
The real cause of the decline and fall during 
1884 was too much production, and although we 
begin the new year with a better tone and light 
stocks, the future of prices will depend on how 
far this is checked and regulated. Unless some 
arrangement and “modus vivendi” can be ar- 
rived at between the old and new branches of 
the soda manufacture, it is clear there cannot 
be unlimited scope for both, at least for a long 
time to come. Values are nearly all on a very 
low basis and there are not wanting indica- 
tions of some improvement in general trade, 
but with so much wreckage about, any substan- 
tial revival in the near future is hardly to be 
expected. Still, there is reasonable room for 
the belief that we are not far from the begin- 
ning of the reaction, at any rate. When the 
present unprecedented and universal depres- 
sion comes to be studied by the light of the 
past, it will probably be found tbat it has been 
chiefly brought about by the unwholesome and 
premature stimulus given to all branches of 
trade, through the action of that foreign insti- 
tution—the Limited Liability Act. It has en- 
abled enterprises of all kinds to be established, 
many of them unsound and unnecessary, and 
carried on regardiess of profit or loss to the 
shareholders. The enormous multiplication of 
these concerns has, directly and indirectly, 
fostered an artificial and forced growth of sup- 
ply all ever the globe, without being able at the 
same time to create the necessary consumptive 
demand, which only comes by the slower pro- 
cess of natural development. The nemesis of a 
disregard of fundamental principles has over- 
taken us,and in the midst of unpara!leled 
plenty, distress never was 80 great.” 


Trere have been considerable fluctuations in 
prices during the year for carbonated soda ash, 
and while stocks at no time have been exces- 
sive, there bas been a gradual decline from the 
opening at 155@1 65c for 48 per cent of the vae 
rious brands, and closes with values depressed 
at 140@1e. In high test there bas been the 
same depression; prices opened rather strong 
at 1 55@1 65c, but under a limited, demand, as 
nearly all the consumers were beginning to use 
toa large extent B M alkali, which was pro- 
curable ata much lower price, consequently 
values that were censidered low at the opening 
cf the year began to decline, until, at the close 
of the year, some special makes were offered at 
135713e, but as this was much below the cost 
of importations, the offerings were limited. 
Caustic soda ash has also felt the effects of the 
free offe ings of BM alkali, which is rapidly 
supplanting the use of high test caustic ash 
among the paper mills throughout the country. 
The year opened with prices ranging from 140 
@l\le for either test. These were maintained 
until, in July and August, when freights by the 
various steamer lines were reduced, thus to 
some extent stimulating trade, though prices 
had fallen to 1 30@13c, while for some special 
brands a shade higher was demanded. The year 
throughout was a quiet one, very few con- 
tracts of any importance being made with con- 
eumers as tormerly in years past. There have 
been many fluctuations in prices during the 
year for Newcastle ash, although at the open- 
ing the market assumed a firmer tone under 
the curtailment of the output by the syndicate 
of manufacturers, who had decided upon a 15 
per cent reduction, equal to about 1,500 tons 
monthly. While this gave a stronger tone to 
the market here, no advance resu!ted, as stocks 
on the spot and afloat were rather above the 
average supply; buyers knowing this regulated 
their offers accordingly, and while 144@1 55c 
were the quotations at the opening of the year, 
these were maintained with few exceptions 
where holders preferred to sell from dock 
rather than store, when some concessions were 
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made. During the month of March stocks be- 
came very light as shipments had fallen off to 
some extent, resulting in prices reaching the 
highest point of the year—1 60@1 65c, but this 
was only fora short while, for in May, under 
free arrivals, prices dropped, the month closing 
at 130@134c. The months of June and July are 
usually dull ones as nearly all of the glass fur- 
naces go out of blast, thus curtailing the de- 
mand from this quarter, who usually do not 
purchase their fall supplies until later, unless 
some concession is made either in price, or 
longer extension of credit is granted. Stocks 
began to accumulate, with prices declining, 
until several large sales were made at 1144@1 35c 
for high'test and 1 35@1 40c for 48 per cent,with 
now and then a shade advanced being obtained 
for some special brands. The shipments tothe 
United States and Canada from Newcastle dur- 
ing the year were 19,234 tons against 22,294 tons 
for the year 1883 and 26,521 tons for 1882. 

Alkali 36 per cent English has met witha light 
demand during the year. As the domestic has to 
some extent been taken inits place, prices have 
ranged from 14@120c for domestic and 14@ 
1350c for imported. With the opening of the 
year a new feature in the soda trade was in- 
augurated by the free offerings of both Solvay 
and B M 48 per cent alkali. As the prices named 
were much below those named for the ordinary 
Liverpool carbonated ash, a large consumptive 
demand soon resulted from all sections of the 
country. Prices have been well sustained dur- 
ing the year; the range bas been from 1 40@1%e 
The opening price for B M high test was 1 60@ 
1 65¢e; this was maintained until June, when 1 40 
@1 45c was named. During July a further re- 
duction was made, and several hundred tons 
were placed at 11%4c. This low price was only 
temporary, as matters that had been under dis- 
pute were adjusted and prices regained their 
former position of 140@1 45c, where they re- 
mained until the close of the year, when a re- 
duction in steam freights from Liverpool took 
place; consequently prices were again marked 
down to 1 35@1 40c, where they have remained. 
The increase in the consumption of this article 
has been remarkable, and should it continue it 
is only a question of time when it will supplant 
all the other makes of high test soda ash. 

From the opening of the year until July there 
was very little change in values of 60 per cent. 
caustic soda; 3@3 15c was the range. As the 
consumption of this test has been very much 
restricted, prices consequently are lower,and at 
the close 2 80@2 90c was named as to brand and 
quantity. In January the nominal quotation 
for 70 percent caustic soda was 2 95@3c, but 
from this point there has been a gradual de 
cline until the low price of 244c has been 
reached in several cases. Stucks have been 
large but not in excess of the demand, as the 
consumption of this article has increased very 
much during the past year. The shipments to 
this country during 188+ were 34,194 tons against 
30.884 tons in 1883 and 27,492 tons in 1882. In No- 
vember when the canal shipments close there 
was a little spurt and prices advanced a few 
points, as is usual when manyof the large 
Western consumers purchase their winter 
stock, but they soon dropped back again. In 
December considerable business was done on 
account of low ocean freights, and several con- 
tracts were placed over 1885 at about 2 55@2 65 
as to quantity and brand. 

Among the articles that has attracted con- 
siderable attention during the year has been 
bleaching powder, values of which have been 
very unsteady during the year, starting off at 
2 35@2 40e, at which several contracts were 
placed, but in February when stocks were un- 
usually large, values became depressed, and 
notwithstanding a further reduction had been 
made in the output abroad, prices here could 
not be sustained and a gradual decline began 
until 175@1 80c was named in June. During 
July the market began to feel the effect of the 
reduction in the makes, and firmer prices were 
named, as stocks were light, considerable busi- 
ness was done at prices ranging from 2@2%4c as 
to brands. From this time forward there has 
been a steady decline. as large arrivals of New- 
castle makes have been coming forward on 
consignment, thus depressing values, until at 
the close of the year we find Newcastle makes 
being quoted at 134@1 60c and prime Liverpool 
brands at 165@180c. The shipments from 
Liverpool for the year were 38,120 tons against 
43,497 tons for 1883, and 2,189 tons from New- 
castle, as against 2,582 tons for 1883. By many 
it is predicted that the year 1885 will witness a 
large demand for bleaching powder for sani- 
tary purposes. J 

English sal soda has been very dull during 
the year, as the consumption of this article is 
surplanted to a large extent by the domestic. 
There have been considerable fluctuations in 
values during the year, as stocks became light, 
in the absence of arrivals. During the latter 
part of the year, under reports of lewer mar- 
kets abroad and cheap steamer freights, prices 
touched the lowest point, known for years, 
viz namely, %@l1c at which considerable sales 
were made. The shipments from Newcastle to 
the United States and Canada, for the year were 
9,570 tons against 11,131 tons for 1883, and from 
Liverpool 4,658 tons against 5,363 tons for 1883. 
The average price for domestic has been from 
100@1 10c less the usual discount, at which a 
large trade has been done during the year. 

There has been no change in quotations for 
American bicarbonate of soda during the year, 
as the prices established by the manufacturers 
of 336@31<éc f o b, less 1344 per cent for cash have 
been maintained. The sales of this article is 














daily increasing, thus shutting out almost en- 
tirely the English imported, of which only a 
small quantity has been imported during the 
year upon special orders. There has been an 
improved demand during the year tor salt cake, 
as quite a number of the glass furnaces use it 
to alarge extent, the year opened with quota- 
zions ut 80@85ce, but as the price abroad has 
been declining during the year on account of 
the large increase in the production of this 
article, values at the close are weak at 65@70c. 
There have only been a few changes in many 
of the light chemicals. Acetic acid opened at 
2344@24c but with strong competition prices 
have declined, and since July, 14@2c have been 
the prevailing quotations. Oxalic acid opened 
firm at 11@1144c and for a time these prices 
were maintained, but with a weak market 
abroad?and'low ocean freights, besides the clos- 
ing of so many of the mills here during the year, 
thus curtailing the outlet for this artiele, values 
began to decline and at the close is was nomi- 
nally quoted at 10@10%c. Sulphuric acid of 
the various grades has been in good request 
during the year. Manufacturers as a rule have 
been well sold up, thus enabling them to main- 
tain prices which have ruled steady during the 
year. For arsenic and blue vitriol there has 
been a good demand and prices have shown but 
few changes. The past year has been a dull 
cne as regards acetate of lime, the low prices 
that have prevailed have lessened production 
to sovie extent. The *xport demand has been 
light, as stocks abroud have been large, with 
low prices, that would not permit of shipping 
to any extent, the average price has been 85@ 
90c for brown, and 1}¥c for grey. 


;NITRATE SODA. 

We are indebted to Mr. F. B. Nichols, of this 
city, for the following review of the nitrate 
soda market for the past year: No fact con- 
nected with the production of nitrate in the 
last two years, has been more apparent than 
the high remuneration which many of the 
more fortunate refiners have enjoyed with the 
introduction of new methods together with the 
opening of superior Caliche (we have a sample 
contalning 75 per cent of nitrate) since the ap 
propriation of Tarapaca by Chili. 

The consequent effect of excessive produc- 
tion was soon manifested in lower values in the 
consuming markets. The decline finally 
reached so low a point after many officinas had 
been forced to succumb, that the refiners went 
into convention early in March for the purpose 
of arranging a fixed minuimum, but the dif- 
ficulty of allotment prevented much impres- 
sion upon the markets. The pressure, bow- 
ever, of low prices finally effected an adjust- 
ment. 

The producers in Tarapaca after deducting 
the duty, and the inland transit charge to the 
shipping ports, which is fixed by a monopoly, 
got a return of about forty cents per hundred 
pounds, to pay for mining end refining in the 
desert. It is quite evident when we consider 
that coal, water and all supplies have to be 
carried from the seaboard, that prices have 
been of late unremunerative, and admitting 
that some refiners are interested in the monop- 
oly of inland transit, the return must bring 
ruin on the larger number of producerf, and it 
is no wonder that the refiners have at last com- 
pleted a convention to restrict production to 
ten millions of quintals per unnum,a reduction 
of one-quarter. The life of the contract was 
made for one year and afterwards extended to 
the end of 1885. AJl the officinas were closed 
for the first fortnight in August, and this was 
looked upon as practical evidence of the inten- 
tion to reduce production. The price rosein 
Valparaiso from 2 07 to 2 80, and the effect on 
the consuming markets was shown in a firmer 
attitude of holders; but at the time when the 
laws of the convention were made operative 
the supply in all positions on the Coast was very 
large, andthe effect of restricted production 
has not yet been realized. The basis of supply 
was fixed upon the actual and prospective con- 
sumption of Europe, and while the convention 
gave to the producers discretion to sell, the 
plan of reduction was intended to remunerate 
the producer. As the conviction gained ground 
in Europe that the syndicate was established 
on areliable basis, the maximum production 
was accepted as a safe calculation, and a steady 
advance followed up to the parity of 2 30, but 
events transpired which altered the views of 
the European factors. The great disaster to 
the sugar interest in Germany made the future 
of beetroot cultivation very uncertain, and the 
previous estimates of consumption were deem- 
ed excessive, and the markets fe!! off in view of 
what was considered an adequate visibJe sup- 
ply. The syndicate accepted the new estimate 
of wants and still further curtailed the produc- 
tion. So far,the combination has shown great 
strength andfremarkable cohesion. At a meet- 
ing held at [quiqui on the 8th of November 
the Nitrate Committee confirmed their previ- 
ous resolution to prolong the term of duration 
until the end of 1885 and to do al! in their 
power to influence the position of the article 
in consuming markets. In furtherance of this 
purpose, a large prize was offered for the best 
treatise on the use of Nitrate in Agriculture 
with special reference to the United States, and 
a donation of five huadred tonsof nitrate for 
distribution among the farmers of this country. 
There can be no doubt about the u!timate re- 
sults of these efforts, for itis undeniable that 
the great disparity in the use of this article asa 
fertilizer, is because our farmers scarcely know 
anything about it. It was stated at a mecting 
ot the German Chemical Manure Makers’s As- 





sociation, held in Wiesbaden, last May, that 
200,000 tons of nitrate would be used in Europe 
for the purpose of beetroot growing during 
the year. 

The year started with aspot market at 2%, 
and a large business in futures at 190@2c. The 
heavy arrivals crushed the spot value to 2c, 
but the advance in Valparaiso inthe summer 
made futures impracticable, and the business 
has since been chiefly confined to parcels on 
the way, afloat and in store at 2@2 15. 

The shipments to the States last year were 
about 75,000 bags over the previous year. 
Nearly all the excess occurred in the first six 
months, consequently our markets have lat- 
terly been gaining strength, with a strong 
probability that present spot value will be 
maintained for some time tocome. The low- 
est sale of the year of spot nitrate was 2c against 
218in the previous year, and the average; 24 
against 23¢ in '883. 

The European consumption in the first half 
of 1884 was 2,500,000 bags against 2,024,000 in 
1883, 1,508,400 in 1882, 1,052,880 in 1881, 664,000 in 
1880, and 1,424,000 in 1879. 

The quantity to arrive for Atlantic ports is 
68,000 bags, making total visible supply 189,154 
bags against 267,400 in 1884, 240,450 in 1883, 209,- 
000 in 1882, 128,000 in 1881. 102.630 in 1880, and 
130,747 in 1879. 

The quantity to arrive In Europe is 1,350,000 
making visible supply there 2,555,000 bags 
against 2,760,0°0 in 1984, and 1,968.000 in 1883. 

The deliveries at San Francisco during last 
year were 20,687 making total deliveries in this 
country 409,071 bags. against 418,498 in 1883, 
447,700 in 1882, and 433,000 in 1881. 

In Europe the deliveries were 3,565,000 bags, 
making total for the world 3.974.071 against 
3,714,498 in 1883, 2.876,000 in 1882, and 2,229,000 in 
1881.’" 

The year opened with cream tartar selling at 33 
@33%e, at which a good business was done. In 
May prices beeame weaker, as new factories 
came into the field to compete for the trade; 
the result has been a gradual decline until dur- 
ing the closing months of the year, the price 
has ruled at 30@3le for ordinary and 3l}¢c per 
unit for 99 per cent. As is usual in December 
of previous years, no contracts of any extent 
were made this month for forward delivery as 
buyers’views were muchbelow prices that would 
be accepted by manufacturers,who claimed at 
present prices there was no margin of profit, 
the year closing with light stocks in consum- 
ers’ hands. The year opened with price for 
white sugar of lead at 13@134¢c and brown at 
6c. These prices were maintained until near 
the close when considerable foreign make was 
offered on the market, thus unsettling prices. 
Manufacturers, however, £0o0n grasped the sit- 
uation and ata meeting it was decided to re- 
duce the price to 1 4c; this was followed by a 
reduction in brown to 544e, at which they have 
remained steady during the balance of the 
vear, 

MURIATE OF POTASH AND KAINIT. 

For the following review of both kainit and 
muriate of potash for the past year, we are 
indebted to Mr. Hamilton H. Salmon:— 
The year 1884 opened with ample stock on 
hand, which with heavy arrivals the first two 
months caused prices to rule lower than the 
prices fixed by the syndicate by 10@12i¢c per 100 
Jbs, as many parties in Germany purchased on 
speculation large quantities 1n anticipation of 
the advance proposed by thesyndicate,and ship- 
ped the surplus to the country in order to real- 
ize. The receipts to this port alone in the first 
two months were over 6000 tons, and prices in 
January ruled 155@1 60c, but in February, in 
consequence of the continuation of heavy 
arrivals, prices receded to 15244@1 5i7iéec, with 
occasional forced sales at 150c. In March. 
however, these large accumulations were 
picked up by home dealers and this added to 
the diminished imports, caused the market to 
rally and prices advanced steadily during the 
month from 1 55c at the opening to 1 674@1 70c 
atthe close. In April, May and June prices 
were steady at 1 65@1 70c, with the exception of 
a few forced sales by outside parties in June at 
1 60@1 6244c ex dock. During April and May, 
however, some speculative sales were made to 
arrive at 1 62@1 65c, in the supposition that the 
syndicate in consequence of the very limited 
demand, would reduce the prices for the 
last half of the year, but this expectation 
proved delusive, as at tkeir session in May, in 
consequence of the fiscal mines advancing the 
price of the raw material, they advanced their 

prices 5 ptennigs per 50 kilos on all orders re- 
ceived up to July 1, but on that day prices were 
further advanced five pfennigs, making the 
advance in all, say two marks, or uquivalent to 
about 244cts per 100 pounds, this being con- 
trary to expectations has caused a dull market, 
and buyers who refused to contract prior to 
June 20 at 1 65@1 67c are now waiting future 
developments, and only purchase from hand 
to mouth in small quantities as their ‘needs 
require; there are, however, but very small 
stocks held in all the markets here, and there- 
fcre prices must conform {to the prices ruling 
in Stassfurt, which is for shipments July to

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arouse an unjust feeling towards a body of 
manufacturers who desired to have a uniform- 
ity in the pricos of their commodity, rather 
than the buyers be subject to constant fluctus- 
tions by reason of speculators and speculative 
sales, thereby giving preferences to none; but 
allow me to state that this article is manufac- 
tured by one or more of the firms composing 


the syndicate, and is identical with theold 
equivalent 50-55 sulphate of potash which was 
imported some two years ago and rejocted by 
the manufacturers as being too poor to be used 
to advantage, having too large a percentage of 
chlorides, and thetefore cannot be used to the 
game advantage as the regular &0 per cent min- 
imum muriate. 
The trade for the past six months has been 
very unsatisfactory, owing tu the depressed 
state of the country and the consequent re- 
duced consumption; and although the arrivals 
have not been excessive. yet even with small 
receipts and the extreme caution of consumers 
the business has been a dragging one, and deal- 
ers have generally obtained their supplies at 
less than the goods could be imported. Added 
to this depression there was placed upon the 
market, in this period, some 1600 tons of inferi- 
or goods, made from a low grade of carnallite 
(muriate of potash) and kainit, testing about 
69 per cent. which, being sold at 10 per cent less 
than regular goods upon same basis, tended 
still further to depress regular goods; and al- 
though thesale was stopped on 3d September 
last, yet they have continued to arrive and-be- 
ing offered forsale, but it is hoped that this has 
now ceased, and the regular goods will be per- 
mitted to resume their proper position. Farm- 
ers and dealers often purchase ‘*muriate of pot- 
ash” at so much a ton, without reference to 
the analysis; these goods may be sold in this 
way, purchasers supposing they were getting 
the regular goods; thus their sale would prove 
a great detriment to regularsyndicate goods,of 
80 per cent and upward, by being so inferior in 
quality. At the commencement of July the 
stock was quite low,and prices fluctuated from 
165@1 7(c, closing at 165@167}4c. August, in 
consequence of the receipt of 400 tons of the 
inferior grade, declined during the month to 
1 57}¥4c. though most sales were made at 1 60@ 
165c. The depression continued in Septembe, 
with sales at 160@16244c. October prices were 
still further reduced to 155c closing at 155@ 
160c. November, whilst opening at 1 55c from 
1 60c, toward the close, when it was known the 
syndicate had appointed an agent for this 
country, prices became firmer and closed at 
160@1 62}44c, which still further advanced in 
December to | 6°4@1 65c, closing at these fig- 
uees; leaving at the close, not over 300 tons in 
store,which are firmly held at 16744@1 70c. Re- 
ceipts in New York for the year, 13,620 tons 
regular goods, besides 1600 tons inferior grades. 
The kainit syndjcate of mines continued dur- 
ing the first six months of 1884 the same prices 
which ruled during 1883. The “ Ascherleben 
Works,” however, sold their goods at a trifle 
less money. This has ceased, as they too have 
joined the syndicate, and prices are now the 
same with all the works, viz., 92 pfennigs per 
50 kilos, f o b Stassfurt, with a commission 
off on gales of 5,000 tons. All the arrivalsere 
well cleaned off, and there is no stock now in 
store. In January prices ruled $8@8 25 on spot, 
$7 60@7 75 to arrive; in February, in conse- 
quence of large arrivals, prices receded to $7 50 
@76%. March arrivals were small, and market 
advanced to $7 75@8; in April, in consequence 
of lower freights, both inland and ocean, large 
sales were made at $6 50@6 75 to arrive, whilst 
spot lots brought $725@750. May to arrive 
advanced to $7@7 25, and spot lots $7 25@7 50. 
June, in consequence of advance in ocean 
freights, sold at $7 25@7 50 to arrive, closing 
with none to be had under $7 50 to arrive. The 
past six months have been very disastrous to 
importers of this article, as large shipments 
were made by German operators without re- 
gard to the legitimate wants of the trade, thus 
entailing heavy losses upon all engaged in the 
business. Opening in July at $7 25 it steadily 
declined until it reached the lowest point, in 
October, $575, In November, receipts being 
smaller, it advanced to $6 25@6 50. December 
sales were made at $650@7, closing at $675 
Receipts for last six months 9,630 tons, which, 
added to receipts first six months, 14,485, mekes 
the total receipts for the year 24,115 tons. 
Messrs. Geo. A. Trenholm & Son, of Charles- 
ton, 8.

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Annual Review of the Dye Market. 


On January 1, 1884, the stocks of indigo on 
spot were: Bengals 1800 chests, Kurpahs 350 
chests, Guatemalas 200 ceroons—making a total 
of 2350 packages. Values were weak at the 
opening of the year and trade extremely dull. 
About the middle of January prices were firm- 
er and more business doing. Medium Bengals 
commanded 95c@$1 05 and Guatemaias 55@90c. 
The market continued very strong at the be- 
ginning of February, with no disposition on 
the part of holders to give way in order to 
effect sales. No transactions in Guatemalas 
were reported, and in Kurpahs only small job- 
bing sales were made. During February the 
market was quiet and slightly easier, with 
many grades offering. March found a curtail- 
ed business, with Bengal quoted at 85c@$1 60. 
Liberal arrivals had no effect on values. At 
the latter part of March, Gautamala was offer- 
ing as low as 50c, but Manilla and Madras 
were somewhat firmer at 70@95c for the 
former and 65@84c for the latter. Bengals were 
quoted 85c@$160 as to grade and quantity. 
April opened with the market very dull; there 
was no speculative demand and aside from 
some few petty orders, not worth mentioning, 
there were no transactions. Notwithstanding 
this condition of affairs prices remained firm. 
Later on inthe month there was a good con- 
sumptive demand for indigos, with several 
good sized sales reported at regular prices. 
Bengals were in better request, though it was 
rather early for any marked activity in this 
line. There wasa good consumptive demand 
in the early part of May. Prices were held firm 
under advices of a better feeling 'n London. 
Guatemalas were in light stock, with sales at 
72144@80c. Bengals were steady at 80c@$1 75 
Manilla was quoted at 50@75c and Madras at 55 
@iie. There was more activity at the latter 
end of May, and although arrivals were quite 
liberal, holder’s views advanced. Guatemalas 
were in good demand, with all lots well concen- 
trated. Sales were reported from 75@90c as to 
quautity. Bengals were also rather firm, with 
values ranging from 70c@$1 80 as to grade and 
quantity. Manillas were meeting with more 
inquiry, and the same may be said of Madras. 
There was a good steady demand for all grades 
of indigo during the first week of June, though 
no large transactions were reported. Bengals 
were moving quite freely at 85c@$160 Guata- 
mala’s were meeting with an improved de- 
mand, for some grades prices were a shade 
firmer, stocks continued light, for which hold- 
ers were demandinz 75@90c as to grade and 
quantity. Madrasand Manilla were both steady. 
The market remained quiet during the other 
part of June, though several inquiries were 
in the market for round lots, but at such fig- 
ures that would not be accepted by importers, 
who felt confident that an improved demand 
would set in early in July. Advices from Cal- 
cutta were more hopeful, as a rainfall had 
enabled the planters to complete their sowings. 
July opened with the demand improved for the 
finer grades, ina jobbing way only. The quo- 
tations were: Bengals at 80@97c for low grades; 
$1 05@1 25 for medium and $1 50@1 70 for high 
grades. Manilla, 45@50c; Madras, 47@60c: Kur- 
pah, 65c@ $1 25 and Guatemalas at 65@80c. 


Indigo was meeting with an improved de- 
mand in the latter part of July and the volume 
of business aggregated considerable. Values, 
however, ruled steady and showed bnt little 
crange. There was a fair consumptive de- 
mand, mostly for the better grades in August. 
Che large stocks reported in London had a ten- 
dency to depress values here. Though late 
cables from Calcutta reported that the crop in 
Bengal was poor.The market remained in a dull 
position for several weeks The jobbing trade 
was unusually light, only now and then an 
order came along for a few chests and these 
rarely exceeded one ata time. Values,however, 
continued steady and showed but very little 
fluctuation. There was a fair consump- 
tive demand in October, but the mar- 
xet settled back to its usual dullness, 
The various grades were meeting with an im- 
proved demand at the end of the year, as the 
low prices at which some of the grades were 
obtainable attracted the attention of buyers of 
these grades. The stock of Guatemala was ac- 
cumulating and the quality of supplies received 
was not satisfactory. Prices for this grade 
ranged from 60@9c. It was learned by cable 
that 4000 cases of newcrop Bengal had been 
shipped from Caloutta, and that prices over 
there were 40 rupees below last year’s quota- 
tions at this time. Stocks on spot were quoted 
at 70c@$1 60, according to quality.

The general dullness of trade, causing a cur- 
tailment of manufacturing, and thereby re- 
stricting the demand for indigo, soon had an 
appreciable effect on the market; and, during 
the summer, prices receded to a point that left 
but little profit to the importer. The advices 
which a little later were received from Calcutta 
of the prospects of a large crop—afterwards 
confirmed by the final estimates—tended still 
further to depress prices. The demand, how 
ever, during the latter part of the year im- 
proved, and for some grades, particularly good 
low and fair medium, was good, materially re- 
ducing the stocks of these sorts. But the 
prices which were obtained, though favorable 
to buyers, have been below landed costs, which 
will be readily seen by referring to the follow- 
ing scale of prices at which the year has closed:

The same features noticed in my last—a fall- 
ing off in the de'iveries of fine indigo, a disin- 
clination to the use of inferior grades, unda 
consequent increase in the use of low to medi- 
um—have been again prominent in 1884. Per- 
haps more noticeable than in 1883 has been the 
absence of scarcely any demzend for the fine 
grades; but the market has been relieved of a 
portion by exports to London at various times 
during the year, which there found buyers, but 
not at very profitable rates. 

The stock now on band consists most largely 
of inferior, good medium, and fine grades, the 
former in largest proportion. Of low grades 
there is but a small quantity; and of fair medi- 
um, scarcely any. 

The quality of the fine grades from Tirhoot 
and Chumparun has been generally good, as 
also those from Benares, some particularly 
handsome lots coming from this district. 
Oudes, of which we have had the largest sup- 
ply, have not been, on the whole, so satisfac- 
tory as last year. 

The crop of 1384 8 is now estimated to out- 
turn 160.000 maunds, about 1500 maunds more 
than that of 1883-84. In view of this large crop 
immediately following a previous large one, 
prices have materially declined, and are now 
about 35 to 40 rupees below last season’s ave- 
rage, excepting for fine Oudes, which do not 
seem to be abundant. At the prices at which 
indigo can now be obtained it isa very cheap 
dye, and certainly a safe investment.

The quality of the goods receiyed was mostly 
low to medium grades, 9nd at the ¢ bove prices 
they founda ready market, nearly all the im- 
port being sold either for consumption or redis- 
tribution. Stocks having thus been reduced 
prices advanced to from 5@l10c, according to 
desirab‘lity, and have so remained until the 
close of the year, when, owing to light demand 
and approach of new goods, they have receded 
to about the scale above mentioned. Of the 
stock of 204 ceroons now on hand, 154 are of the 
new crup, an’ range in quality from low to 
medium, 

The market for cutch vpened extremely dull 
at the first of the year, no transactions of con- 
sequence being reported. Even in small par- 
cels from store there had been a very light 
movement, the business having been lighter 
than usual for that time in theyear. There 
was no change in values, holders as a rule be- 
ing firm in their adherence to previous quota- 
tions of 644c for M M slab. 6c for star B, and 
656@634c for diamond S M bag. At the begin- 
ning of February, it was reported that an offer 
of 62 in Calcutta was refused; the stock here 
was plenty, and, business being dull,there were 
city holders who offered at 6c. The general 
asking price for such quantities as aretaken by 
the current trade was ¢"4@65¢c, as to quantity. 
At the latter end of the same month an auction 
sale of 500 bales prime S M brought 5%c. Cutch 
was a little firmerin March and sold to some 
extent. The general asking price for both slab 
and bag was 64@6léc, jobbing at the outside 
figure. 2,000 cases MM slab were exported to 
London, where prices were higher and the de- 
mand better. This lot was valued at $12,000. 
There were sales of 1300 cases SM slab at 6c. 
These sales reduced the spot stock considerably 
The cutch market was very quiet at the open- 
ing of April, the business doing being mostly 
in small lots. Buyers accustomed to order by 
the 500 or 1000 bales were getting lots of 25 and 
50 bales at as low a figure as 6!4c, but the pre 
vailing quotation was 644@6%c, and this post- 
tion was considered firm. In the last week of 
April the demand was largely in jobbing or- 
ders, for which 6 3-16@6'4c was demanded. For 
lots on way sellers were firm at 614c, while for 
May and Jeune shipments 6c was the nominal 
quotation, with buyers’ views limited to 53c; 
this, however, importers were not inclined to 
accept The market in May was without any 
special features, and in June the jobbing trade 
was only moderate at 544@6!4c. Cutch had been 
receiving more attention in the first week of 
July. Prices were not quotably any higher, 
except some of the favorite brands were be- 
coming quite scarce on the spot. Sales re- 
ported of 1,000 bales SM at 534c, and 300 bales 
in lots at 574@6c; also 200 boxes from store at 
6c, The Benmore brought 2,638 bags, The low 
prices that were prevailing in July  at- 
tracted some of the large buyers’ attention,and 
quite an active business set in. Some sales 
were 3.100 boxes star B at 6c, also 
500 boxes MM slab at 6c cash. In ship- 
ments they were quoting 5%@6%4c. For 
spot lots from store 54@64c was quoted. 

Liberal arrivais during August weakened the 
market, but prices were not quotably changed. 
The market was inactive during September for 
large quantities but the jobbing trade was fair; 
many mills were idle at the moment, thus cur- 
tailing the demand toaconsiderable extent; 
534@6i4c was demanded as to qnantity and 
brand. There were salesinthe middle of Oc- 
tober of 1000 boxes of star B in Boston at 55<c, 
also 125 bales of diamond SM at 534@6c as to 
quantity. For W and two stars they were 
nominally q.oting 6i¢c for jobbing lots. From 
that time until end of the year there had only 
been a jobbing demand in progress at prices 
ranging from 54@5i¢c, asto grade and quan- 
tity. Forshipments during January, Febru- 
ary and March they were asking 47%4@5c as to 
grade and quantity. The stock in Boston of W 
and two stars was estimated at 1500 cases for 
which 54@6c was demanded 

In the first week in January the only busi- 
ness reported in the gambier market, were 
sales of about £0 tons ex dock at 6%4@@c and 
more was Offered at the latter figure. From 
store 634c was asked and some lots were held 
at 2c. The market could not be said to be lower 
as the cause of the low figures noted was the late- 
ness of the arrival and the desire of the owners 
to sell ex ship before the close of the week. 

Prices remained steady at 634c for round lots, 

and it was “ifficult to shade that figure in the 
following week in January. The supply was 
light, and steadily growing smaller. The ship- 
ments irom Singapore to the United States for 
December were 750 tons by sail and 50 tons by 
steamer. No sales for these shipments were 
reported, and no price named, though owners’

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At the opening of February, the Grecian Mon- 
arch brought 485 bales and Elmeranda 1,373 baies. 
The price was at least 14@1%c higher than the 
quotation of 1882 and although many holders 
felt confident that the market would remain 
firm at 654@7c, others predicted a fall as the 
article was relatively above almost everything 
else on the list. The additions to the stock, 
coming on a dull market, were expected to 
weaken prices, but the market remained stcady 
for two weeks. The feeling was very unsettled 
later on, some holders gave 634c as bottom 
for spot and 64@é6éc to arrive, but the pre- 
vailing quotation was a shade _ lower. 
Meantime the stock continued to increase, 


The market had undergone no change in the 
first week in March, although the general in- 
clination was to advance with holders firm. 
There w as none offered below 6}¢c, although no 
sales were reported at that price. Goods to ar- 
rive were offering at 534c. Stock on hand was 
reported at Boston, 1000 bales; New York, 2984 
bales. In the last week of March, gambier was 
firmer, holders quoted as high as 634c, but oth- 
ers were satisfied with 644@6l¢c, No good sales 
were reported on the advance. The slight de- 
cline in Boston, due to the arrival of 350 tons, 
did not affect the New York market. Arrivals 
of gambier in April somewhat unsettled the 
market, although not to the extent expected. 
The Virgine Della Guardia and the Karnak— 
both a month or so ahead of time--were un- 
loading, and meantime goods ex store were 
firm at 6144@6i¥¢c, although ex vescel was offered 
at 6c, at which figure business was done. At- 
tempts were made to buy up stockin hand 
and advance the price to 7c, but the scheme 
was not successful. Additional supplies were 
not expected fora month or more. The price 
in Boston, notwithstanding another arrival,was 
firm. The article was pretty much under one 
management in that city. Ina jobbing way, 
the quotation in the last week of April was 6@ 
»lge for job lots ex store. In the early part of 
May, the market gained strength under advices 
of a firmer market in London, which has advanc- 
ed 444d;lots on the way were held firm at 5%c. 
Gambier ruled dull the latter end of May the 
sales being limited to jobbing orders, which 
were booked at 534@55c, with sales of 150 bgs 
ex ship within the range, also 75 bgs from store 
at 5%c. The dullness in a measure was attrib- 
uted to the fact that both dealers and consum- 
ers were well stocked and were not disposed to 
increase their present stocks. There was a fair 
consumptive demand in June at 5}4@55{¢c ex 
store, and the market opened in July at 5%c 
from store and 53gc ex dock. In last week of 
July, gambier was in better request, especially 
for shipments, an offer of 5c having been sub- 
mitted by cable for 125 tons. For shipments 
afloat they were asking 554@534c as to quan- 
tity. The sales from store in jobbing lots were 
at 5}44@55éc as to quantity. Gambier was firm 
but moving quietly in the early part of Aug- 
ust. There had been a few inquiries for large 
lots at prices somewhat telow quotations, but 
these were declined, with 544@534c quoted. The 
market was a shade firmer in September. The 
demand however, was only for small quanties 
as buyers were not disposed to purchase be- 
yond present needs. The sales were at 53%4@6c 
and 150 bales in Boston at 55gc, also 500 bales to 
arrive per vessel on way at 53éc, held at 5i¢c, 
The salesin first week of October for goods 
nearly due were at 5360, and from store in job- 
bing lots at 554@534c, also for September and 
October shipments at 44¢c. The shipments to 
the United States for September were about 
700 tons against 600 tons for the same period of 
1883, and since January Ist 3010 tens as compared 
with 4220 tons for the same period of 1883. 
Gambier continued to arrive freely and by 
the close of December the stock was in excess 
of the demand. Sales were only in jobbing lots 
for which 45gc wasfdemanded. For shipment 
nothing better than 444@4 3-léc was named as 
to quantity and date of shipments. For lots 
on way they were asking 44c up to 4340 as to 
position of goods. For the first four months 
of the year the London market was well sup- 
ported and remained fairly steady, but with 
pressure to sell both spot and arrival parcels by 
importers, prices rapidly declined, showing a 
heavy fall forthe year. Whole bales opened 
dull at 286 3d, fell 9d during Jan., and subse- 
quently to 27s in February, but with favorable 
statistics issued in March prices became firmer, 
advancing to 288 144d. From this point the 
market became dull and easier; during May 
and the following months pressure to sell for- 
ward naturally caused spot to give way like- 
wise (arrival parcels were offering, near at 6d, 
distant at 9d discount), 263 being accepted in 
June, 24s in July, 2ls 6d in September, and 19s 
8d in (public sale) October, which was about 
the lowest spot price of the year.

Prime Sicily sumac opened firm at $1 20@1 25, 
and owing to the firm views of holders no bus- 
iness was doue. As consumers had been run- 
ning their stocks as low as possible a good out- 
let was looked for in the course of a couple 
of weeks. The supply of, Virginia was light 
and held firm at $75@85. Prime Sicily dropped 
to $117in February owing to liberal receipts 
and the feeling was easy. In March, offerings 
were made at $112@115 and subsequently to 
$105@110, but domestic remained unchanged. 


Prime Sicily in April was much 
weaker, with stock offered at 105 and 
less, while other holders continued to 


quote 115. On Virginia $75@80 was quoted. 
The demand for Sicily in the last week of April 
was limited to jobbing orders only, for which 
$95@100 was demanded as to brand, with only a 
light stock in first hands. Virginia was mov- 
ing slowly with the range being from $75 00@ 
80 00, as to brand and date of delivery. There 
was an improved demand to be notedin June 
for some of the higher grades of Sicily sumac, 
especially for lots to arrive, as stocks here be- 
came almost exhausted; the price has advanced 
abroad $5 per ton; sales were reported to arrive 
at prices ranging from $90 to $100 as to qual- 
ity, quantity and date of shipment and held at 
$95 to $110. The jobbing trade was better,with 
sales at $105 to $110 as to brand and quality. 
Virginia wa3 meetirg with the usual jobbirg 
demand at $75 to $80. Sumac of the various 
grades ruled very quiet during June. Even 
with light stocks it was hard to sustain prices. 
Only small orders were booked at prices rang- 
ing from $85@90, as to brand, while for jobbing 
orders $95@105 was the general quotation. 
Virginia was in fair request at $75@80, but in 
July the quotations dropped to $70@75, and 
later in the same month to $65@75. 
Sumac of prime grades continued in light 
stock available for prompt delivery in August, 
Only small jobbing sales were reported at 
prices ranging from $90@$100 as to brand and 
quality. Virginia new crop was offering at 
$60@$65, while for old nothing better than $70 
@$75 was named as to quantity. The advices 
from Sicily in September reported a favorable 
outlook for the new crop, but future ship- 
ments were only obtainable at $90@95 as to 
quantity, while for spot lots in jobbing orders 
$100@105 was demanded. Virginia new crop 
was obtainable at. $60@62 50 as to quantity 
Prime Sicily was offered quite freely to arrive 
in October, but consumers were not purchas- 
ing beyond requirements, as they anticipated 
lower prices. Shipments were quoted at $87@ 
$95 and for spot parcels $100@110, and Virginia 
$62 50@65. The market for prime was a shade 
weaker during December, as freights were of- 
-fered more freely. The demand was confined 
more chiefly to the jobbing wants of consum- 
ers who were not purchasing for forward de- 
livery. We quote at the close 'prime grades at 
$87 50@90 for shipments as to quantity. Vir- 
ginia was Quiet and nominally quoted at $57@ 
$60. 

The cochineal market is reviewed by I.C.Lea, 
an importer of this city, as follows: “Cochineal 
has fluctuated considerably during the past 
twelve months. About the beginning of the 
year large speculative purchasesin London and 
Marseilles caused a rapid advance of values; 
the supply was however, so greatly in excess of 
the demand, that prices reached could not be 
maintained and soon began to decline, continu- 
ing weak until August, when dealers finally re- 
alized the truth of the reports of short crops in 
the Islands. Large sales were made in London 
and prices for the last five months have been 
gradually hardening. In November the Islands 
suffered greatly from severe rain and wind 
storms, which destroyed a large part of the 
bugs which had not already been removed from 
the cactus, These reports were generally dis- 
credited, as the receipts from the Islands con- 
tinued slightly in excess of the actual con- 
sumption, but we can vouch for the veracity of 
the advices of damage to the crop, and have 
most positive and reliable information from all 
the chief producing points, clearly demonstrat- 
ing that over forty per cent of the shipments 
from the Islands made from August Ist to De- 
cember 8lst consisted of stocks held over from 
the two previous crops, all of which were 
brought into the market by an advance in 
the Islands of fully ten cents per pound 
and in some instances even greater. 
It is now claimed by the largest shippers in the 
islands, that the holdings from former crops 
were mostly, if not fully exhausted and that it 
is most difficult to secure lots of any impor- 
tance. The prospects for the current year 
appear favorable for higher prices;!there is 
every indication that present large stocks in 
Loadon will be materially decreased, and 
although this year’s crcp will, with favorable 
weather, be larger than the preceding one, it 
can net possibly be sufficiently increased to 
meet all demands. The Islands have gone 
largely into the cultivation of sugar cane and 
tobacco, which has greatly decreased available 
area previously given up to cochineal, and the 
planters can now see to it that no stocks remain 
over from year to year, and can hold prices at 
values that will afford them some remuneration 
for their labor, and not asin the past two or 
three years, leave them a dead logs of from 
three to five cents per pound,” 


Annual Review of the Drug Market. 


The wholesale drug business has been fair 
during 1884, as compared with other branches 
of trade, but there has been no period of gen- 
eral activity, and the business has been charact- 
erized by few noteworthy features. There 
have been some remarkable fluctuations in 
quinine, which are treated of fully in the re- 
view of that article. A number of drugs, not 
usually prominent by reason of fluctuations, 
experienced wide variations in price during the 
prevalence of cholera abroad, in consequence 
of the demand for them to which the epidemic 
gave rise. In most cases the advance was not 
long sustained, but they have since fluctuated 
more or less as the ravages of the disease have 
been checked or have spread. The jobbing 
trade have had a disturbing element in the 
shape of the Campion plan for protecting re- 
tail druggists in the sale of patent medicines 
against the competition of “cutters.” It is 
charged that this plan has affected business, 
and while this is true in individual cases, it 
cannot have curtailed the aggregate volume of 
trade, but only directed it from one channel to 
another. The plan has become so intimately 
associated with the wholesale rebate plan, that 
whatever fate now overtakes the one will 
doubtless be shared by the other. The Campion 
plan was indorsed by the wholesalers at their 
meeting at St. Louis in October, but the action 
was generally regarded as one of policy rather 
than because of real approval of the plan by 
the jobbers of the country. There have been 
few failures in the trade and it has maintained 
its reputation, amid the surrounding de- 
pression, of being one of the most substantial 
of all the mercantile branches. 


OPIUM. 


Opium has maintained a comparatively even 
course during the year. There have been free 
quent variations of perhaps 5c per pound in 
the actual selling price, but the extreme fluc- 
tuations have not been very wide apart. Open- 
ing at $3 80@4. for duty paid stock. as to grade 
and quantity, the market strengthened about 
the middle of the month, and full case lots of 
prime new stock advanced to $4 12, while ina 
smaller way $426 was obtained. This price was 
not long maintained, however, and holders 
quickly showed their old-time disposition to 
sell by reducing the range to $3 8714@4, ard 
this was followed during February by adecline 
to $3 75@3 90. During the first week in March 
the inside price was reduced to $3 60, anda 
moderate jobbing trade wasdone. The gradual 
distribution of stock in this way strengthened 
the market a little during the early part of 
April, and the price wasrun up to $3 90@¢4 10. 
This, however, proved above the views of 
buyers and a quotation of $3 75 was made later 
to effect sales. During May the market ranged 
from $3 80@4, and in June fell to $3 60@3 80. 
with $3 60@3 70 the closing figures. There was 
an early revival in the demand in July, and the 
price went to $4@4 10, and before the middle of 
the month to $4 10@4 25. The closing figures, 
however, were $4@4 10, and a fortnight later 
the range was 10c lower, and the quotation 
$3 90@4, ruled unti) late in September when it 
dropped to $3 80@3 90. During the first week 
in October the market declined to $3 75@3 85 
which remained the quotation until the middle 
of November, when it advanced nominally to 
$3 8744@4, declining later to $3 75@3 95, and 
closing im December at $3 75@3874, the latter 
for new and the inside figure for prime old. 

Morphine has fluctuated but little during the 
year. The opening price was $3 40, and this 
continued until the first of March when the 
burning of Messrs, Powers & Weightman’s 
factory caused a temporary scarcity of do- 
mestic, and although the price was not ad- 
vanced by makers there were sales from out- 
side hands at $3 75@4 all through the montb. 
Early in April the supply became ample and 
the sales were almost wholly at manufac. 
turer’s price. There was no variation from 
this filyure until early in June, when outsiders 
were offering domestic at $335, and by the 
middle of the month manufacturers had re- 
duced their price to $3 20, at which it remained 
up to the close of the year, with occasional 
offerings from outside hands a little above 
and below that price.

QUININE. 


The year has been one of the most remarkable 
in the history of quinine. At the opening the 
syndicate of foreign and domestic makers which 
had been formed in 1883 was still in existence, 
and the uniform price was maintained of 
$115@180 for American, and $165@1%5 for 
German. During the last week in January the 
syndicate was broken by the withdrawal of a 
foreign house, which announced that the terms 
were not lived up to by all the parties to the 
agreement. The price here immediately broke

to $1 60 for American, and $130@135 for Ger- 
man, the month closing at these figures. This 
decline was speedily followed by another which 
brought American down to $136@140, and 
German to $115@125. These prices were es- 
tablished during the first week in February and 
although foreign did 5c better during the suc 


ceeding weeks of the month, there was nc 
change in domestic until the very last days 
when the destruction by fire of Messrs. Powers 
& Weightman’s factory occurred, and elthough 
that firm did not change its quotation from 
$1 40, the prospective scarcity of the article led 
to its being put by outside holders who put 
their price to $2, and one other domestic brand 
was advanced to that figure by the makers, 
German meantime going to $140@150. This 
condition of affairs lasted but a few days and 
was followed by a decided reaction, so that 
during the next week P. & W. in outside hands 
went to $150 or 10c above the manufacturer's 
price and other makes could be bought at $1 55 
By the third week of the month the premium 
was off P. & W., and before the close German 
went down to $120@130. Messrs. Powers & 
Weightman had made arrangements to operate 
the factory at Milan during the suspension of 
theirown works, and by the second week in 
Arril thelr deliveries had overtaken orders and 
with no deficiency in the supply of their brand 
they reduced their price to $130, whereupon 
German brands went down to $1 10@1 20. Later 
in the month P. & W. issued a new scale of 
prices making 100 oz tins $1 23, small tins $1 27, 
and ounces $130. There was no change in 
domestic from that time until late in July. 


German after clesing at $1 20@1 25 in April, 
dropped by 2c stages until it ranged at 
$1 124%@]1 17 at the close of May, and the same 
figures prevailed during June, although for 
some brands $120 was made at times, and at 
the close the quotation ranged from $1 15@§1 20. 
During July there was no change in domestic, 
but German dropped to $1 10@1 15, and later to 
$1 07% for some brands, while early in August 
the failure of the Milan factory precipitated a 
considerable amount of stock upon the market 
and broke the price to 9c@$110. The Milan 
factory had previously been the controlling 
element in the market, and while we speak 
only of German in alluding to foreign quinine 
during the year, it must be understood that the 
Italian played the most important part, and the 
quotation which we give as German always in- 
cludes the Italian, and that generally as the 
lower priced. From this time forward, how- 
ever, the Milan factory was less conspicuous 
than it had been previously, although the 
brand was offered in the warket for some time 
subsequently. The precipitate decline in foreign 
brought down the price of domestic to $108@ 
110 by the middle of August, German follow- 
ing to 90@95c, with some brands held at $1. 
Early in September domestic was again reduc- 
ed, through competition with foreign, to 9e@ 
$1,German reaching 88@%c and in October 
dropping to 82}4@938c, and closing at 8U@865c. 
This brought domestic down to 88@95c, the 
lowest price ever known up to that time, al- 
though it was fated to go 5clower in Novem- 
ber when it closed at 83@90c, with German at 
78@85e, the latter being regulated by a sehed- 
ule adopted by one maker which made a fixed 
net price 5c below P&W. These very low 
prices attracted renewed aitention to the art- 
icle and there was active buying until before 
the middle of December the price of domestic 
had been advanced to 98c@$105 and of Ger- 
man to 98c@$1. These were the closing prices 
of the year, although a temporary scarcity of 
domestic under the active demand, enabled 
outside holders to place some lots 10@l5cabove 
manufacturers’ prices. 

The fluctuations in cinchonidia, as will be 
seen by the tabie of quotations which we an- 
nex to this review, have been in keeping with 
the variationgin quinine. Opening at 75@80c 
for domestic and at 65@75c for German, it de- 
clined with the breaking up of the syndicate. 
to 65@70c for the former and 60@65c for the 
latter. Following this there was no fluctua- 
tion until late in February when it became 5@ 
65c, with German 50@55c. The latter rangea 
from 50@60c as to brand, until after the middle 
of April, when domestic was reduced to 55@60c 
andGerman to 45@55c, and these quotations 
ruled without noteworthy variation until the 
middle of June when the figures were reduced 
to 50@55c and 424@50c. With the break in 
quinine in August cinchonidia was reduced to 
38@45c for domestic and nominally the same 
for foreign, but the latter declined to 27}44@8lc 
during October and with the subsequent break 
in quinine, domestic was lowered to 88@A0c and 
there was no quotable change in these prices 
during the remainder of the year.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 

During the past year under review borax has 

fisplayed few features of interest. The price 
declined steadily at intervals of two or three 
months, although endeavors were made to sus- 
tain the market. During the summer several 
mills shut down on account of an over produc- 
tion of stocks, and this, coupled with a light 
demand, tended to reduce prices. The year 
opened at 114%@11%ec, which price declined at 
the rate of 4c per month until the middle of 
April, when it suddenly fell to 934210c, Fur- 
ther reductions of 42 ia May, %ec in June and 
Yc in July, brought the price down to 84@9%c 
on the first of September. In October a little 
better feeling was experienced and the price 
was gradually advanced to 9@9éc, which price 
was maintained to the end of the year. What- 
ever may be the intrinsic value of this product, 
there seems to be little chance of its advancing, 
oreven maintaining a firm position until the 
differences between competing miners are in 
some way adjusted. With the commencement 
of the year English manufacturers reduced 
their price 20s, probably for the purpose of de- 
pressing the market for California refined, 
which was arriving in large quantities. Dur- 
ing almost the entire year the quotations for 
English refined, according to make and quality, 
remuined stationary at 40@4Is. For California 
semi-refined the quotation was 33@37s per cwt 
as to quality. 

The market for castile soap has been without 
any other features of interest during the year, 
than the fluctuations resulting from the cholera 
epidemic at Marseilles during the past sum- 
mer. The market opened at 7c, which price 
was steadily maintained until early in Febru- 
ary, when it declined and 63% and 6% cents were 
the ruling quotations. In April 654c was the 
ruling price and it remained at that point until 
early in July, when an advance to 7i¢c took 
place, owing to the embargo placed upon all 
goods coming from cholera ports. This price 
was firmly held until the middle of October 
when a decline of one-half cent took place; 
from that time up to the close of the year, 7c 
continued to be quoted with no prospects of an 
advance to higher figures, 

Castor oil has ruled above the average price 
of preceding years, the position baving been 
strengthened by the absence of heavy stocks 
and of a very keen competition between man- 
ufacturers. The opening of the year saw the 
market at 17@18c, which figures remained 
stationary until June, when the price was 
raised to 18@19c. In July, there was a decline 
of one-half cent from these figures, and in 
August still another half cent was lost, bring- 
ing the quotation dowa to the price at the 
opening of the year, which were the closing 
figures. 

Cantharides have fluctuated violently and 
within a wide range during the past year. In 
January Russian started at $175, and in Feb- 
ruary holders advanced their asking price to 
$275, but early in March there was a break 
from this figure andthe market took a down- 
ward turn, but little less rapidly than it had 
advanced. During the month just mentioned 
60 cents were lost, and 50 cents more were 
taken off in April, with afurther decline of 25 
cents in May, bringing the figure down to $1 50 
Jn June the price went down to $140 at about 
which point it remained until early in Septem- 
ber when the stock, which had been scattered, 
and sufficient in volume to depress a dull mar- 
ket, was got into fewer hands and the price was 
run rapidly up to $2 00 which figure was main- 
tained until about the end of October, when a 
decline to $1 75 took place. In the early part 
of December the price fell to $1 49@1 50 under 
a@ pressure to sell and at the end of the month 
the closing price was $1 40. 

Codliver oil bas been without any excite- 
ment and has followed a steadily declining 
course under a fully sufficient supply to meet 
the course of demands. January opened at 
$100@105 and declined the early part of Febru- 
ary to $100, advancing early in March to $110@ 
115. From this point there was a steady in- 
crease of supplies and in April the price fell off 
to $85@100, with a further decline to $65@75 in 
May and $50@55 in July. In August $45@50 
was reached, and at the end of September $38@ 
45 was the quotation. In November there was 
a decline to $38@43 with an advance in Decem- 
ber to $50@60, closing the year at this price. 
Newfoundland fluctuated very little, the ave- 
rage price for the year being $1@1 10. 

Cuttlefish bas fluctuated very little during 
the year under review. At the opening 16@ 
16}éc was quoted and at the end of the month 
154@1534c was the asking price. During Feb- 
ruary the price was worked up to the quota- 
tions ruling at the beginning of the previous 
month with another half cent added early in 
March, which was lost at the end of the month 
and no change took place until May, when the 
concentration of the stock and roports stating 
that the catch had failed, caused a stronger 
feeling and the market went to 19@20c. At the 
end of June a decline of balf a cent was report- 
ed, and during July another half cent was lost. 
In August a further decline of a half cent took 
place, and by theend of September the market 
quotation was 1644p. Early in October 16c was 
quoted andat the end of the month the price 
fell off to 1554@16c. This decline was of short 
duration, however, for in the early part of No- 
vember 16@164c was again reached, which fig- 
ures continued to be quoted until the end of 
December, which closed at 1544@15}¥¢c. 

Glycerine was quoted at the commencement 
of the year at 22@230. The market was waver- 
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ing from this point until May, when it fell off 
one cent. A further break of two cents occur- 
red in June, and in September there was a de- 
cline of three cents, bringing the price down to 
16@l%c. No further change occurred until the 
middle of November, when the extreme com- 
petition between manufacturers brought the 
price down to 144@lé6c at which the year closed, 
The annexed table of the comparison of prices 
for a series of years may be of interest:

Insect flowers in powder are showing a large 
increase in consumption each year. At the be- 
ginning of the past year the market quotation 
was 18@26c with no change reported until 
March, when a decline to 124@\6c took place. 
In May there wasa reaction and the price ad- 
vanced to 16@20c. In June an improvement 
was noticed in the Trieste market and the feel- 
ing gradually gained in strength. Exporters 
who were acquainted with the statistical posi- 
tion of thearticle entertained advanced views 
regarding the future, and as a consequence 
two sudden advances were noticed in July, the 
first being to 25c and then almost immediately 
following this 30c was asked. The latter price, 
however, did not last long, as earlyin Augusta 
break to 18@20c occurred and later in the 
month the inside price declined to lic. In Sep- 
tember there was a decided reaction and the 
market advanced to 20@24c, declining again in 
October to 20c, and again in November to 18@ 
20c, rallying, however at the close of the month 
to 22@24c, and closing firm at 30c at the end of 
the year. 

Iodine opened at $2@2 10 and fell off in March 
to $1 35@1 50, but advanced before the end of 
the month to $190@2. From that time until 
the beginning of August there was no change. 
The first week of that month saw an advance 
of l5c. but at the end of October the market 
fell off to $195. Early in November the mar- 
ket advanced owing to the formation of a com- 
bination on the part of the Peruvian and Eu- 
ropean manufacturers, th ,rice quoted being 
$2 75, and later in the month $3 50 was reached 
at which figure the year closed. 

Acid citric opened in January at 47@48c, de- 
clining to 46@47c at the end of February. In 
March there was a further decline of Ic, but in 
May the market advanced, manufacturers 
abroad having put up their price, and the mar- 
ket here was quoted at 46@47c. There was no 
further chanye until the latter part of October 
when the price fell off to 45@46c, which were 
the closing figures at the end of the year. 

Quicksilver has fluctuated considerably dur- 
ing the year under review. Opening at 36@37c 
the latter part of January saw a decline of one- 
half cent. In February there was an advance 
to 37c and from that time there was a gradual 
advance until at the end of March the market 
reached 42c. During the tirst part of April the 
price fell off to 41c and by the end of May the 
quotation was 39@40c. By the middle of June 
38}4@39}4c was reached, and at the end of July 
there was a loss of one cent making the quota. 
tion 3874@38<‘c. In August there was 
an advance of one half cent and by the first 
week in October the market was firm at 40c, 
falling off however half a cent towards the end 
of the month. In November there was a firmer 
falling and the price advanced from 43@45c to 
4844@50c. Toward the end of December there 
was a decline of half a cent making the tigures 
atthe close ot the year 48@50c. Annexed we 
givea comparison of the production on the 

' Pacific coast for four years. In 1881, 60,851 
flasks; in 1882, 52.732 flasks; in 1883, 46,725 flasks; 
and in 1884, 31,913 flasks. It will beseen by the 
above figures that there has been a gradual de- 
crease in the production for the four years 
given. During the year the highest price paid 
was in 1881, $30 75; in 1882, $29 05: in 1883, $28 50 
and in 1884, $3500, and the lowest price paid 
was in 1881, $27 90; in 1882, $29 05; in 1883, $28 50; 
and in 1884, $26 00. 


BALSAMB. 

Copaiba has been subject to no violent fiuc- 
tuations during the year, notwithstanding the 
increased stocks of Maricaibo, Maranham and 
Angostora. At the opening the general asking 
price was 45@47c with no change until June, 
when the price fell off to 45c and in October 
went to 42c. Later in the month the price de- 
clined to 38@40c at which the year closed. 

Canada fir started out at the beginning of the 
year,at $2 60@2 65, falling off at the end of the 
month to $255@265 advancing in March to 
$2 70@275 and closing at the end of the month 
at $275. At the end of April, 280@285 was 
quoted. These figures were maintained with- 
out variation, except on an _ occasional 
outside lot until the middle of June 
when a range of 275@280 was estab- 
lished and has since represented the views 
of holders. 

Peru has undergone some slight fiuc- 
tuations during the year. Opening in Jan- 
uary at $1 75@1 80. the market fell off at the 
end of February to $1 65@1 70, advancing in 
April to $2 00, under a speculative movement. 
In May a quarter of a dollar was added mak- 
ing the price $225. This price continued lesa 
than a month when the price again fell off to 
$2 15, and subsequently to $200@210. In Au- 
gust the price fell off to $1 85@1 90 and at the 
end of October $1 75@1 80 was quoted. In No- 
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vember there was a slight advance to $1 80@ 
1 85, but this price was maintained a very short 
time and the year closed at $1 75@1 80. 

Tolu has experienced but few fluctuations 
during the year, opening in January at 45c, the 
price fell off at the end of the month to 48@45c 
with no change until April, when 42@43c was 
quoted. Atthe end of May 40c was quoted, 
and by the end of August the market had de- 
clined to 88@39¢, advancing by the end of Sep- 
tomber to 40c. From this time until the early 
part of December there was little change. At 
that time the market fell off and 38@40c ruled 
to the end of the year. 

Toncas have fluctuated considerably during 
the year, but within a narrow range. At the 
opening of the year under review the range 
was $1 80@$2, closing at the end of January at 
$1 90@$2. In February the price fell off to 
$1 85@$2 and in April $1 85@$1 90 was quoted. 
In May there was a recovery and $1 90@$2 was 
asked, with the month closing at $2. July saw 
a decline to $1 90@$2, and in August prices fell 
off to $) 85@$1 90. From that time until the 
end of October the price remained nominal, 
when there was a further reduction to $1 75@ 
$1 S80 and in December $1 55@$1 65, closing at 
the end of the end of the year at $! 35. 

BERRIES. 

Cubeb berries have continued the erratic 
course which they have followed for a series of 
years, and for the same reasons. There has 
been increasing evidence of the diminished 
production and exhaustion of stock, with 
prices naturally tending upward, but 
influenced in theirr fluctuations mainly 
by speculative operators. The first of 
January the market opened at $1 25, with some 
holders asking $2. The wide variation in quo- 
tations that has prevailed at times has been due 
in a great measure to differences in quality. At 
the end of January the market went down to 
75@85e, and in March 70@75c was quoted. At 
the end of April the price had advanced to 8@ 
90c, breaking away in May to 75@80c, and de- 
clining by breaks of 5 to 10 cents to 50¢ in Octo- 
ber. In November 45@50c was quoted and later 
40@45c at which the year closed. 

ESSENTIAL OILS, 

Oil of peppermint bas had an exciting year. 
Opening in January at $2 85 it fell off at the end 
of the month to $2 80 and in the early part of 
February advanced to $2 85@3. During the 
early part of the year it was expected that the 
crop would be a large one, but thisidea was 
dispelled early in June, as the transplanting of 
the roots was behind hand owing toa late 
spring. Attheend of March there was a de- 
cline to $2 75@2 90 and this figure continued to 
rule unti) late in May. when the murket ad- 
vanced to $3. This was caused by the increas- 
ing demand for menthol which began to come 
into prominence very rapidly as a headache 
cure about that time, as in the making about 60 
per cent of the oil was consumed, thus using 
up a good portion of the crop. Another cause, 
for the advnce was tbat advices were received 
stating that frost had done considerable dam- 
age ir the peppermint growing district of New 
York State. About the first of June the price 
advanced to $3@3 25. Sales of about 
200 ~=—s cases were reported to have 
been made in London at 138 6d with 148 asked’ 
This was equal to about $350 in this market. 
Toward the end of the month, reports of the 
breaking out of the cholerain France, togethor 
with asaie of some size had the effect of bulling 
the market and the price rose to $3 3734@3 50. 
Early in July the market advanced to $3 50 and 
later inthe month went to $375, the latter 
advance being caused partly by advices from 
the peppermint districts of Rose. Sodus and 
Butler townships in this state, stating that a 
severe hail storm had done considerable dam- 
age tothe growing crop. This quotation did 
not rule long for at the end of the month, there 
being little demand, quotations fell off from 
the extreme point to which prices had advanced 
previously and the first week of August saw a 
decline to $3 35@3 50, and two weeks later a 
further decline to $330@340. At the 
end of September the market began 
to droop without any apparent reason 
and prices fell off to $290@300. The demand 
at the same time fell off, both for export and 
home consumption. During October the mar- 
ket was rather irregular, on account of the dis- 
position to weaken manifested on the part of 
some holders. Prices ranged from $2 75@3 dur- 
ing this time until the first week in November, 
when the market became more steady at $2 90. 
During the middle of November the market 
advanced to $3@3 10, caused by large transac- 
tions for home and foreign account, anda 
week later to $3 10@3 25, which rise was appar- 
ently caused by the operations of a London 
syndicate which had been formed to control 
the article. The price in London was at that 
time 14s, being equal to about $3 50 here as has 
been previously stated. The beginning of De- 
cember saw the market at $3 15@3 25, with an 
advancing tendency throughout the month, 
the year closing at $3 25@33744. During the 
year can oil followed the course of case oil with 
its accustomed regularity. Some st%tistical 
facts may be of interest to the reader. The 
yield for aseries of years has been computed 

as follows: 1878, 150.000 pounds; 1879, 110,000 
pounds; 1880, 85 000 pounds; 1881, 70,000 pounds; 
1882, 50,000 pounds; 1883, 35,000 pounds. It 
will be seen by the preceding figures, 
that there has been a gradual falling off 
in the production during each successive 
year. The annual consumption is placed at 
75,000 pounds, but this variable, and of late has 


been materially increased by the demand for 
menthol. The crop fell short of expectations 
and higher prices may be expected in 1885. 

Cassia has displayed some irregularity during 
the period under review. The year opened at 
$1, beginning to advance the first week in Feb- 
ruary until at the end of the month the quota- 
tion was $1 20@I1 25. Before the close of March 
the market had fallen off 15 cents, and alike 
decline was expcrienced in April, bringing the 
price down to 9@97Ke. From this time 
there was a gradual falling off until at the end 
of July the market was quoted at 80@87c 
These prices ruled until the end of Sept., when 
the market became somewhat excited in con- 
sequence of warlike news from China, and 
considerable quantities changing hands the 
price advanced to 90@95c. In October the price 
fell off to 9@92éc but rallied early in Novem- 
ber to 9244@95c, again falling off to 90@92c in 
December at which the year closed. 

Clove has displayed few features of interest 
during the year. At the beginning of January 
the quotation was 90c@$1 00, which figures fell 
off gradually until at the end of February 90c 
was quoted. In April there was a further de- 
cline to 85@90c. but in May the price advanced 
to 95c@$1 00, again falling off early in June to 
90c. From thts time there was no change until 
early in November, when the price again sank 
to 85@90ce, rallying, however, to 90@95c at the 
end of the month, at which figure the year 
closed. 

Lemon has had a wider range than usual, the 
cause being based on varying qualities. The 
year opened at $1 40@1 75, declining at the rate 
of about 10c per month, until the first of May 
when $1 15@1 55 was quoted. InJunea further 
break occurred and the market went to %c@ 
$150, advancing in July to $100@140. Again 
there was a decline in October, making the 
range 75c@$1 40. In November, 85c@$1 40 was 
quoted, which was the closing price at the end 
of the year. Aside from these fluctuations the 
market has been featureless, excepting that 
brands of known purity are getting nearer an 
even basis. 

Sassafras opened at, 43@44c, declining a half 
cent during the month and advancing dur- 
ing February to 44c. In March the price 
rose to 45@46c and the beginning of April 
saw the market at 48@5le. Early in May ade- 
cline occurred to 47@48e and in June a turther 
break was noted, the price quoted being 45@46c 
During the middle of July the market again 
advanced and 46@48c was asked. No change 
took place again until the end of September, 
when the price rose to 48@52c. During Octo- 
ber the market price was 50@55c,. In November 
the price fell off to 48@52c and from that time 
there was a gradual decline until at the end of 
the year 44@46c was the quotation. 

Cubeb has fluctuated considerably during the 
year. Opening at $7, the market declined to 
$6 50 in February,rallying a little in March, the 
price quoted being $6 50@6 75. Early in April 
there was an advance to $7, and at the end of 
the month $7@7 50 was the asking price. In 
May prices fell off again to $65 @6 75, but ad- 
vanced to $7@8 at the end of the month. June 
saw a decline of 50 cents, with another decline 
of 50 cents in August. A still further decline 
of 50 cents took place in September and in Oc- 
tober the market fell to $j. From this time 
there was a gradual decline until at the end of 
November $4 50 was the quotation. Early in 
December there was a slight rally and $4 50@ 
475 was asked, but a reaction took place and 
the year closed at $4 50. 

HERBS AND LEAVES, 

The business in coca leaves in this market 
has been rather limited in years previous to 
that of which we write according to the figures 
showing the amount of imports which were 
very small during the year 1883. In 1882 the 
totaLarrivals at this port reached 30,642 Ibs. and 
during the year following the imports had 
fallen to 3,456 Ibs.,a difference of 27,186 lbs. 
During the past year the imports from January 
1 to December 31 amounted to 28,000 lbs. The 
year opened at 50c@$l as to quality and con- 
tinued steady until September when there was 
a decline to 45@65c, in October an advanceof 
10 cents occurred and the quotation 45@75¢ was 
held steadily untill the middle of November, 
when asudden advance took place the price 
quoted being 60c@$150. This sudden advance 
was caused by the discovery of a proces: for 
the manufacture of a new anssthetic called 
Cocaine for use in ocular surgery. This dis- 
covery caused great excitement in the market 
and an advance of a few cents occurred each 
week until the price of the leaves jumped from 
9c@$i 00 to $125@175 during the middle of 
December. The year closed firm at the last 
quoted figures, 

GUMS. 

Aloes have had a downward course during 
the year, caused by no other influence than the 
excessive supply, which though not abnormally 
large, has been above the wants of the trade 
much of the time, and has given buyers an 
advantage. In January the market opened at 
N1@lliKée, advancing a little under a reduced 
stock in February to 11}éc and in March to 12@ 
124%4c. A drop of one cent followed this and in 
May the quotation was 104@lle without any 
further change until the end of September 
when the price became 10ce declining early in 
Oct»ber to 10c, at which the year closed. 

Arabics have had an advancing market during 
the year. At the beginning of the year, firsts 
started at 37@9e with sorts quoted at 22@26c. 
Towards the end of the month the market 
advenced and the quotation was 450 for firsts

Annual Review of the Paint Market. 
PIG LEAD AND ITS PRODUCTS. 


The course of the market for lead and its prin- 
cipal products during 1884 has been one of de- 


of the situation is that while at 
the beginning of 1884, there was a stock of 
18,000 bags, with the market at 334c, at the 
close the stock was only about one 
half that, and 8c was the market price. 

This is explained by the fact that at the open- 


ures became respectively 36 and 21 cents. From 








this time there was no change in the market 
until the early part of October, when the mar- 
ket went to 96@37}¢c for firsts, with 3844@400 
and 23@25c quoted for firsts and sorts respec- 


tively, at which the year closed. The foreign 


position was aided very materially by the war 


in Egypt and the article is still in a strong posi- 
tion, although the supply is not so deficient as 
was feared earlier in the Egyptian troubles. 

Asafoetida has und: rgone considerable fluc- 
tuations. Starting at 15@23 in January it did 
not change much until March, when the range 
became 18@23c, and early in April a break oc- 
curred to 16@20c. In the latter part of May the 
range became 12@20c, and in July there was a 
further break to 12@18c, and in August 10@16c 
was quoted. From this time until the first of 
October there was no change worthy of note; a 
decline then took place and the price quoted 
was 10@lic, advancing to 12@16c in November, 
at which the year closed. 

Camphor—The production during the past 
year was largely increased owing to the remov- 
al on the part of the Japanese government of 
the restrictions placed upon the production of 
crude vamphor, the consequence being that the 
camphor forests were recklessly cut dowr* 
thus gradually reducing the price of the arti- 
cle during the year The exports from the 
source of production to Europe and this conti- 
nent were very large, and this coupled with the 
general dullness o”° trade tended to gradually 
depress the market in the price of refined. The 
lowest selling rates ever known were quoted 
during the past year. It is maintained by ex- 
porters that if the present wholesale destruc- 
tion of the camphor tree continues, a scarc- 
ity of the article will eventually take 
place and this will be followed by a 
sharp reaction in the price of gum. The year 
opened at 21@21'4c for refined camphor, and 
during the month there was a reduc- 
tion of 4c. In the early part of February the 
price declined to 20}¢c, and at the end of the 
month there was a loss of another }¢c, making 
the price 20c. This price was maintained until 
the latter part of March, when a decline again 
took place and holders quoted 19%@20c. Early 
in April the price again dropped, }¢c being lost; 
from this time there was agradual reduction 
of %c in May, éc in June, ic in July, Ke in 
August and 4c in September, bringing the in- 

side price down to 16%4c. In October another 
4gc was lost and the price was 1644@l6}¢c untN 
December when a decline again took place 
making the price 16@1644c, which was the rul- 
ing price at the close of the year. During the 
year a strong effort was made to force up the 
price of crude, but notwithstanding a probable 
decrease in the production, supplies continued 
to come forward from producing countries too 
freely to admit of much of an advance in price, 
Such a course was also prevented by the action 
of refiners in kecping down values on their 
product. 

SEEDS 


In comparison with previous years 1884 was 
almost devoid of speculation in canary seed. 
This was due in a large measure to the general 
depression in all branches of trade, and the con- 
sequent lack of confidence attending it. There 
were the usual stereotyped reports of the fail- 
ure of the crops, but in spite of this the impor- 
tations wefe fully up tothe average. At the 
beginning of the year there was a stock of 18,- 
000 bags, which was well concentrated in a few 
hands. Smyrna was quoted at 33¢c. The mar- 
ket had a weakening tendency due to the an- 
ticipated arrival of a lot of 4,000 bags, and which 
the dealers were anxious to secure. In a week 
240 was reached. About the middle of the 
month the lot arrived but was held at a limit of 
3i4c. Another attempt was made to force its 
sale and several large sales were made at 2%c 
on spot and 2%c te arrive, but without effect. 
As soon as it was apparent that the goods 
could not be obtained, the market began to 
improve, and by the first of February 3}¢c was 
the ruling figure. Cables from abroad soon 
strengthened the market, and 334@3i¢c was 
reached by the last of February, with several 
holders refusing to shade 3}gc. This improve- 
ment was of short duration, however, 
as about the first of March, owing 
to some large arrivals, and the general depres- 
sion which had begun to affect all articles of 
merchandise, the market commenced to sag 
and continued its downward course by easy 
stages, to the latter partof July, when 24@2%c 
was reached. At this time about 8,000 bags 
were taken at %gc, though the asking figure 
was 244@2%c. About the middie of September 
some 2,000 bags were bought on speculation 
and the market began at oncetoimprove. The 
stock was then in few and firm bards. From 
244@254c there was a gradual advance to 34@ 
3i4c, which was obtained about the first of 
October. Abo''' the middle of December ic 
was lost amd ihe year closed at 3a@3i4c. 
During the y.u. there was the usual natural 
increase in consumption, so that notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the importations exceeded 
those of the previous year by 4,000 bags, all 
that arrived was consumed and the surplus of 
18,000 bags at the commencement of the year 
was depleted one half, this leaving the stock 
on spot at the close of 1884, from 8,000 to 10,000 
bags of all grades.

Hempseed, which is naturally a very sensi- 
tive article from the conditions governing the 
market, has witnessed some wide fluctuations 
during the period under review. In the past 
two years no American hemp has appeared on 
the market, hence the consumer has been com- 
pelled to depend wholly upon the Russian and 
what little Smyrna there is imported from time 
to time, though this latter is of inferior quality. 
In 1884, however, there was a considerable 
amount imported. It is comparatively an easy 
matter to control the stock of hemp in the 
market, as the demand is usually in advance of 
the supply, and it is thus not allowed to accu- 
mulate for any length of time. In detail, the 
year 1884 opened firm at 44@4i4c. By the third 
week in the month it was down to 3%ce, but the 
following week a short stock placed it back at 
old figures, followed a week later by an ad- 
vance to 4}¢c, brought about by a loss of 900 
bags on the NottingHill. Trade began to slacken 
at this time and continued dull until about the 
first week in May. This fact, coupled with 
some free arrivals during this period, had 
wrought a gradual decline to 34%@3%c. The 
middle of the month, demand began to im- 
prove and some 500 bags were taken, causing 
an advance to 354@3%4c. From this time to the 
first of October there was a firm market, anda 
gradual advance to 454@43%0, at which period 
there was a bare market, the little in stock be- 
ing held by one party. Lots soon began to 
arrive and demand fell off a little, so that by 
the close of the year 83%4@4c were the ruling

Annual Review of the Shellac Market. 

There has been almost an entire lack of spec- 
ulation during the year under review, and the 
market steadily declined until it reached its 
lowest point for a number of years. This 
downward tendency had the efiect to keep the 
speculation from coming into the market, and 
in @ measure unsettled the confidence of the 
regular consumers, who Instead of buying their 
usual supplics at stated periods, only pur- 
chased in small lots to tide over to the next 
decline. Attheopening of the year the bulk 
of the stock was in the hands of the direct im- 
porters. D C was quoted at 31340, and V S O at 
2c. Thelatter part of January about 1,500 
cases mostly bankrupt stock were sold. Fol- 
lowing this, owing to the prevailing dullness, 
dealers began cutting prices and forcing goods, 
which brought about close competition,and for 
atime it was a buyer’s market. About the 
middle of April, 600 cases were taken up which 
strengthened the market sumewhat. By this 
time D C bad touched 270, and V 8 O, 23%. 
Those transactions strengthened the market 
temporarily, but a reaction soon took place, 
and D C dropped by easy stages to 24c and sec- 
onds to 19@2Io, these figures being reached by 
the latter part of June. Early in September 
dealers resolved to keep out importations as 
much as possible by maintaining as low figures 
as they could with profit to themselves. By 
this time D C had reached 22}¢c, V 8S O 18c, and 
seconds l7c. Down to the close of the year 
there were no interesting features save a con- 
tinued steady decline, DC reached 20c, V8 O 
17cand lower grades 154@16c.

Reviewed by months the pig lead market 
opened in January at 3 60c and advanced under 
speculative manipulation to 43¢c with quite 
large transactions within the range of the fig- 
ures named. The extreme price, which was 
high enough to admit of importations from 
London, was not long maintained and the mar- 
ket dropped quite suddenly to 4c and then to 
8 90c, at which it closed. There was a slight re- 
action in February, and the market was quoted 
nominally up to 4c, but corroders held off, 
and while 4c was maintained throughout, there 
was not a great deal of buying. During March 
corroders by concerted action established an 
advance in their prices, and with some pros- 
pects of its continuing they made heavy pur- 
chases up to 415c. Having supplied their wants 
they were not in the market early in April, and 
a desire on the part of the principal speculator 
as well as of some other holders broke the mar- 
ket from 4c where it was quoted early, to 4c, 
and then to 8%c, at which sales 
were made down to 3 0c, This was 
followed by another period of dullness and by a 
pressure to sell which brought the quotation 
down in May to 35c, when corroders sh owed a 
disposition to take hold again and the price 
was worked up to 3%c, closing at about that 
figure. Slack consumption in the form of pipe 
left holders without much backing, and in 
June and July the market hung around 3 6@ 
35$c, going down in August to 3}¢c with sales 
between 34 and 340c. A “bull’? movement by 
speculators followed in September and as high 
as 334c was reached, while early in October a 
shade better was done. But this did not last, 
and the market dropped back to 35gc, at which 
there was more business done. There was a 
further break in November, the price going 
below 3i¢c, and although the price was crowded 
up to 3%c in December, the close was at 35§c. 
The operations of the principal speculator ap- 
pear to the outsider to have been conceived in 
utter ignorance of the position of the market 
or else to have been managed in a most bung- 
ling fashion. The very earliest efforts of the 
year to “bull” prices were followed by so pre- 
cipitate a decline that consumers had no confi- 
dence in the ability of speculators to carry 
their point, and whenever the price has been 
advanced the market has received little support 
from consumers. The consymption has admit- 
tedly equalled if not slightly exceeded the pro- 
duction, and the stock on the market is sma!ler 
than for two or three years past. 

White lead was quoted at the opening of the 
year at.6c, but that figure was only nominal 
and was subject to varying discounts which 
brougbt the net price down to about 534c. In 
January an advance was made by corroders to 
6 15c leas 2% per cent and with a rebate of 4c 
per pound, and bringing the lowest net price 
down to 5c. These figures prevailed until 
about the middle of February, when the offer- 
ings of western lead at pretty low figures en- 
gendered a fight in the Philadelphia market, 
and western brands were aold at 534c net,with 
local makes but little higher. This fight con- 
tinued for a month when an agreement was 
entered into between vcorroders, and the price 
was advanced to 6!4c less 24 per cent, 15 days, 
with a rebate of 2 per cent to5 ton buyers, and 
4 per cent to 10 ton buyers. Thisagreement 
was intended to stand until Jan 1, 1885, but it 
was found to be not rigidly adhered to before 
six months were over, and all efforts to form 
an association on some basis that could insure 
the adherance to its terms,proved futile, so that 
chaos was reestablished and the net prices have 
ruled from 5% to 560c, according to brand, 
quantity and circumstances, up to the close of 


| the year. 


During the past year there have been few 
changes in the values of the various paints, 
some few grades haye fluctuated as the stocks 
have decreased oran unusal demand having 
sprung up on account of the short supply, 
which however was only of afshort duration. 
There have been a good consumption through- 
out the year at fair priees, At the opening of 
the year Paris green was quoted by the com- 
bination at 15@22}¢c as to quantity and style of 
packing; this price has been maintained during 
the year at which a good business was done. 


The price obtained by both the manufacturers 
and dealers was so satisfactory that the com- 
bination will be continued during the coming 
year. Carmine has ruled steady at $3 15@3 25 
as to quantity and style of package all through 
the year, even though the price of cochineal 
has advanced very much since the opening of 
the year. The combination concluded to make 
no advance in values not deeming it advisable 
to change so often, as the tendency would be to 
unsettle business to a considerable extent. 


English venetian red has ruled very steady 
during the year, the price opened at 110@1 25c 
but for some brands 140@150c was demanded 
and these quotations have been current 
throughout the year. The arrivals have been 
large, but at no time has the stock been in 
excess of the current wants of consumers, 
hence the fluctuations have been few. For the 
various makes of the domestic there has been 
an increased demand, though values have 
remained steady at $100@1 20 as to quantity 
snd place of delivery. 


Quicksilver vermilion of the various grades 
has been in good request and a fair amount of 
business has been done. Prices at the opening 
were 46@50c hut later, on account of the rise in 
the crude material, prices were advanced to 55c 
for bulk and 56c for bags less one per cent at 
which the year closes. The closing of so many 
of the factories that consume large quantities 
of both red lead and litharge during the year, 
together with the unsettled condition of the 
pig lead market has had a depressing effect upon 
these articles and curtailing their consumption 
toa measure. Prices at the opening were at 5c 
and 5e respectively, but later they were ad- 
vanced a few points, only to be again reduced 
to their former basis, Orange mineral of the 
various foreign makes has met with a good 
consumptive demand during the the year. In 
the beginning German was selling at 7744@°c in 
a large way and for jobbing parcels 84@834c 
was named, these quotations have been current 
throughout. Domestic makes have received 
considerable attention, their fine qualities be- 
ing duly appreciated by consumers of this arti- 
cle. Prices at the opening were 74@73%4c, but 
in the fall a reduction to 74@7}4c was made, at 
which a large business was done, 


Ochers and metalic paints have both been in 
good demand with only a few fluctuations in 
values to be noted, and the same may be said of 
other pigments such as blues, blacks and 
browns, all of which have met with their usual 
consumptive demand at steady prices. 

China clay has shown but few changes the 
range in values being from $16@20 for the bet- 
ter grades and $13@15 per ton for lower grader. 
Stocks have been large and only in'few casescan 
it be said the market was bare of prime grader, 
Talc and terra alba have ruled steady under a 
good demand throughout the year. During 
the summer there was a short supply and 
prices advanced a few points, but with free ar- 
rivals they soon fell back again. Whiting has 
been dealt in to a large extent, but the ciose 
competition among the various manufacturers 
has been to keep values steady at 35@40c for com- 
mon and 60@65c for gilders,at which prices bave 
ruled during the year. English cliffstone Paris 
white of the various brands has at times been 
quite active during the year, though prices re- 
main at the close the samc as when the year be- 
gan, the range being from 110@1 25c as to 
make and quantity. Imported has met with 
the usual] demand at prices ranging from 1 S@ 
180c throughout the year. 

Imported window glass has not attracted as 
much atteution as it did the previous year upon 
the whole it has been a rathereasy going year 
on the market for window glass, has been quite 
in contrast with 1883. Business on the whole 
has kept in proportion with that shown on oth- 
er articles of merchandise,and has had its share 
of active spurts, but in view of a diminished 
call within afew months past the aggregate 
distribution is smaller and the advantages of 
sellers more or less modified. The situation 
hasalso been free from the annoyance ofa 
protracted and bitter strike of artisans, a fea- 
ture of so much importance in shaping the 
course of affairs last season, snd that in con- 
junction with a steady receipt of foreign goods 
relieved operators of a vast amount of difficul- 
tyin meeting the current line of demand. 
At the semi-annual meeting of the window 
glass manufacturers held at Washington in De- 
cember, the President, F. L. Bodine, gave a 
very full report for the past year, from which 
we make a few extracts. “Prices of the pro- 
duct, it showed, had declined steadily ever since 
work was commenced in September, and were 
even now between 20 and 30 per cent less than 
the figures ruling then. It was thought that 
they had nearly reached the point at which for- 
eign manufacturers would find it unprofitable 
to ship their product to this country, but. in 
spite of such calculations, imports in heavy 
quantities were continuing to come in. For the 
last year the amount broughtitbrough the cus- 
tom house was 1,250,000 boxes, the greatest an- 
nual importation ever known. In the four 
years preceding 1874, the average importation, 
it was shown, was 725,000 boxes, while during 
the following six years the average had gone 
down to 450,000. Including the last year, the 
average for fifteen years was about 700,000 
boxes, and the present increase, therefure, is 
about 500,000 boxes beyond that amount. 

The number of furnaces in blast in this coun- 
try for the year beginning September last was 
114, and the number of pots between 1000 and 
1100, an increase of 100 per eent since the biast 
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of ’78-’79, and of 50 per cent since’81-'8%, Ordi- 
narily stocks were expected to decrease during 
the fall, but this year they had increased 
month by month until at present the amount 
in the warehouses was the largest ever known. 
The average American consumption of window 
glass, American and foreign, was about 2,700,- 
000 boxes; basing the calculation on the con- 
sumption for the last seven years, and taking 
from this amount the average of importation. 
it left 2,000,000 to be suppliad from American 
factories. At the present rate of working, and 
leaving the increased importations out of the 
calculation, the entire annual demand could be 
satisfied in six months.”

The continued cold and generally inclement 
weather is against any increase of business in 
paints as consumption is naturally checked 
and there is no encouragement anywhere for 
dealers tu stock up in anticipation of the de- 
mands of the spring trade. At the West many 
sections are still snowed in, and this condition 
of affairs not only checks trade but also retards 
collections, as dealers are unable to get in 
their accounts from the local buyers and small 
surrounding trade. There is very little new to 
note in the lead trade, corroders being still 
disorganized and their product selling at irreg- 
ular prices. Other heavy paints are steady but 
without interesting feature. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The market for pig lead has seldom been so 
dull as during the past week, dealings being re- 
stricted to orders for car lots for prompt de- 
livery, for which 370c was paid; besides this? 
there were 100 tons placed at 8 65c; at the close 
3 70c is the price asked but for a round lot this 
can be shaded. The proposed stoppage ef the 
Horn Silver output forsome months apparent- 
ly will have no effect upon the market, as it is 
known that several new mines as well as some 
old ones are ready to step in and supply the 
demand. The United States Geological Survey, 
Bureau of Statistics and Technology, of which 
Mr. Albert Williams, Jr , is chief, gives the out- 
put of lead in this country in 1883 and 1884 as 
follows.

Since 1870, therefore, the year 1884 records the 
first instance of a falling off in the production. 
In spite of this,the United States remains the 
greatest lead producing country in the world; 
a fact which we are sorry to note American 
technical journals do not seem to be aware of, 
when they persist in claiming that Spain is 
ahead. 

The St. Louls market has been very quiet,*as 
ig seen from Messrs. John Wah! & Co’s report: 
**Market stationary, and a dull and easier feel- 
ing has prevailed since we reported a week ago. 
Home trade is very light. Still values remain 
unchanged. Desilverized lead held at 3 50c and 
common at 3 45c. 

White lead is still irregular in price. Some 
city brands are selling steadily at 5.60c while 
others are quoted down to 5} and 53c, and 
even 5}4c is reported to have been accepted 
but we can find no corroder who will name 
any such figure.

WINDOW,GLASS 


The demand for French window glass during 
the week has been confined chiefly to small 
quantities, to cover current wants of consum- 
ere which are booked at previous quotation 
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which remain steady at 79%@70c, and 10 per cent 
for both single and doubie thick. Importers 
are not pressing sales atthe moment, as present 
prices do not nett a very large margin of profit; 
consequently, they are waiting for the spring 
trade, which is somewhat backward on account 
of the cold and stormy weather, which has re- 
tarded outdoor work to a considerable extent. 
Shipments continu? light, but with present 
stocks on hand they arein excess of the de- 
mand. Late advices report the foreizn markets 
as being weak and duil, notwithstanding seve- 
ral furnaces have gone out of blast. The 
only business of interest to note as regards 
American window glass during the week 
was the closing out of the stock of one of the 
Jersey companies, in all about 16,000 boxes, 
mostly single thick, which was purchased by a 
well-known dealer who has already resold a 
large part of it at satisfactory prices. ‘There is 
no doubt but other sales will follow, as many 
of the manufacturers have large stocks on 
hand who may prefer to have the cash rather 
than carry over surplus stocks. In the natural 
order of things the business ought to pick up 
materially toward the close of the month or 
earlier perhaps, if weather is not unfavorable. 
The demand, however, is slack, and discounts 
are more or less unsettled at 75 and 10 per cent 
for car load lots, though some of the dealers 
decline to sell under 75 and 5 per cent. Reports 
from Philadelphia say: “The outlook is not 
clouded with apprehension; on the contrary, a 
cheerful future is exhibited, notwithstanding 
the drawbacks of discontent and strikes among 
workmen and the continued disposition of 
dealersto buy only for immediate require- 
ments; but there is some ultimate good to 
come out of both of these conditions: the first 
tending toa contraction in production and the 
other to create a safe and healthy trade. In no 
department of the glass industry as represent- 
ed in this city and vicinity ls there any report 
of considerable improvement. In some of the 
larger branches the slacknesa of orders and low 
rates are commented upon by manufacturers 
with expressions of disappointment and dis- 
couragement. Although quite a number of 
furnaces have of late had their fires put out, 
the decrease is not considered sufficient to se. 
cure the proper reduction. These impressions 
are manifested more decidedly in the lines of 
green flint glass and hollow-ware, although 
there are loud complaints among manufac- 
turers of flint bottles as well.” 


PLATE GLASS. 


Since our last report there has only been a 
moderate demand for either English or French 
plate.

The week under review has been one of ex- 
treme dullness and almost nothing has been 
done. Prices are unchanged, but must be con- 
sidered nominal. Arrivals are not excessive 
but are ample tor the demand, which has been 
light pending the cold und stormy weather of 
the past week. Many goods in transit to the 
west are blocked on the way by the recent 
heavy snow storms, and until the weather be- 
comes more settled a dull market may be ex- 
pected. As a matter of information which 
speaks volumes as regards the importation of 
soda ash and alkali, the exports from the west- 
ern district of England to the United States 
forthe month of January were 9161 tons, of 
which 6027 tons were shipped by BM &Co. 
The works of the Solvay Company at Syracuse, 
are again in active operation, making their 
usual deliveries. Ntirate soda is firmer for ship- 
ments, though spot values remain unchanged. 
Acetate of lime is higher under an active ex- 
port demand. Muriate of potash is scarce on 
the spot and prices are tending upwards. Kai- 
nit islower for shipments, but no stocks are 
available on the spot. Cream tartar is steady 
at the recent advance. Arsenic is weak and 
dull under free arrivals. The other light chem- 
icals are all meeting with the usual consump - 
tive demand at steady prices, 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash, 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool makes is quiet at the moment. 
The low prices which have been prevailing for 
the past few weeks has not resulted in the plac- 
ing of any extra large parcels, as co1sumers 
are apparently not being tempted to purchase 
beyond their present wants, which they are able 
to obtain at prices ranging from 1 35@1}¥<c, as to 
brand and quantity. High test is in the same 
position as when we last wrote. The salescom- 
prise 100 tons at 139@1 35¢ as to quantity and 
brand, Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co., under 
under date of Liverpool, February 5th, say; 

“Buyers have been trying the last few days to 
get in at lower figures than current quotations, 
as makers are not disposed to take a very de- 
sponding view of the future, there has not 
been much business done. For both carbon- 


ated and caustic ash 1c has been freely offer- | 


ed, but price is considered too low.” 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent, of the various 
brands, has been very quiet during the past 
week. Values, however, continue steady at 
144@1 30c, as to quantity, brand and date of 
shipment. High test is very little sought after 
at present, as the low price of BM high test 
alkali which is being used in its place to a large 
extent,consequently only small jobbing saies are 
reported at 1144@1 30c, as,to quantity and make. 

Alkali 36 per cent, is meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand at 144@14c, as to quantity and 
make. There has been no change in values as 
regards 48 per cent alkali since our last report. 
The Solvay Co. are again running and making 
their usual deliveries, which were stopped by 
the recent explosion. For B M 48 per cent there 
has been a fair demand, with sales of 125 tons 
reported at 1 30@1 35c, as to quantity. High test 
B M continues to come freely to hand, the 
larger part being upon contract for consump- 
tion. For spot parcels they are asking 1 30c, 
but fora round lot for shipment 1 25c would be 
accepted. Sales are reported of 250 tons in iots 
at prices ranging from 1 30@1 35c, as to quan- 
tity and date of delivery. The other high test 
refined alkalies are very quiet at the moment, 
and nominally quoted at 144@1 60c, as to brand 
and quantity. 

Newcastle ash 48 per cent under free arrivals 
is somewhat easier in tone since our last report 
For invoice lots they are quoting 1 25@1 27}¢c as 
to quantity and date of shipment,while for 
jobbing orders 1 30@1 32}¢c is named. The sales 
comprise 115 tons at prices within the range, 
High test is very quiet and is. hard to sell ex- 
cept where some concession i8 made, as was the 
cas the case of one parcel for which 120c was 
accepted ex-vessel. Stocks are ample for 
present requirements, which are light, as con- 
sumers are only purchasing to cover their im- 
mediate wants, not caring to contract for fu- 
ture delivery except at such low figures that 
are not acceptable to sellers at the moment. 
The sales comprise 125 tons at prices ranging 
from 1 25@1 30c as to brand and quantity. 

During the past week the arrivals of bleach- 
ing powder have been quite free, consequently 
values are weaker, especially for Newcastle 
makes, which are in full supply, with other 
parcels on way by staamer. Late foreign mail 
advices report the Liverpool market as being 
somewhat firmer, as several large sales had 
been made for prompt delivery which had 
releived that market of surplus stocks, the 
lowest quotations being £6 15s, while some 
makes were held at £7and over. Our market 
is very quiet with only a light demand. Sales 
are reported of 125 casks of Newcastle makes at 
144@1 55c as to quantity and brand, at the close 
offers of 1 45c were solicited for some makes. 
Liverpool high test brands are also lower, they 
now being obtainable at 1 60@1 67}¢c as to quan- 
tity and brand, at which a tair jobbing business 
is reported. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent, is meeting with the 
usual Jobbing demand at prices ranging from 
2 95@3 10c,as to quantity and brand. High 
test is again in better stock and prices area 


| shade easier, though no important change is 


noted. Shipments to the west have been some- 
what delayed by the recent storms, thus caus- 
ing a light stock in some quarters. The sales 
comprise 150 dms on the spot at 254@2 65c, as to 
quantity. For shipments during February and 
March there has been a tair business at 255@ 
2.5744c. in all about 275 dms; also 125 dms 74 per 
cent due by steamer, at 265c. Messrs. Robert 
Crooks & Co.of Liverpool, say: “£8 for 60 per 
cent and £9 for 70 per cent are current quota- 
tions. Inone quarter a dispusition is shown 
to accept orders at less than these figures, It 
is undoubted that two or three makers have 
considerable stock, and should the spring de- 
mand not be of large proportions there appears 
to be little chance of any early improvement, 
especially as salt cake is rather weak even at 
present low price,”’ 

Sal soda English under free arrivals and 
further stocks on way by steamers is weak and 
dull at the moment even though reports say 
the foreign markets are firmer. The sales 
comprise 150 tons to arrive at 95c and 75 tons 
from dock at 974@Ic as to brand and quantity. 

American sal soda is not active though a 
good consumptive demand isin progress Sales 
are reported of 125 tons at prices ranging from 
95@97}4e f ob less 14% per cent for cash as to 
quantity and style of package. 

Salt cake under free vu fferings is a shade lower. 
The demand, however, is not stimulated by 
these concessions, as nearly all the large con- 
sumers are under contract for this fire.

Acids. 


Acetic acid during the past tew days bas been 
in better request, values continue steady, 
though some of the manufacturers are offering 
their surplus stocks quite freely at 134c, at 
which sales of 15,000 lbs. are reported, besides 
this, there have been sales of 46,000 lbs. at prices 
ranging from 174c@2 as to make and quantity. 

Oxalic acid continues to come freely to hand 
this with, a hmited demand from the mills has 
a tendency to depress values, sales are reported 
of 10 casks at 934c, and 7 casks at 10c@10% as to 
quantity and brand. 

The demand as is usual at this this season of 
the year for tartaric acid is light, only small 
jobbing orders are reporte’. The sales com- 
prise 15 bbls. crystals at 39c@40, and 6 bbls. 
powdered at 40c@41, as to make and quantity. 

Since our last review there has been a good 
consumptive demand for all grades of acids. 
While the bulk has been delivered upon old 
contracts, several new ones have been entered 
into at prevailing prices. Sulphuric acid 66 per 
cent, is steady under a good jobbing demand at 
prices ranging from 110@120c, as to make and 
quantity, with sales of 800 cbys reported within 
the range.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 16, 1885. 

Trade continues about same as reported for 
the last few weeks and little or no improve- 
ment is expected in the near future. In Liver- 
pool goods there has been no improvement in 
prices and no more activity shown; bulders are 
not pushing goods and arrivals have come in 
mostly on contracts, leaving very little to dis- 
pose of from dock. In Newcastle chemicals 
some activity is shown owing to large arrivals 
much of which was unsold when steamer came 
in. The holders of these articles seem anxious 
to dispose of nearly all from dock and are 
offering inducements to take hold and in many 
instances with success so that at present New- 
castle goods are not in abundant supply al- 
though sufficient to supply the wants of buy- 
ers. Paper makers are not taking even as 
much as last reported as mills are constantly 
closing Owing to the limited demand for paper 
and low prices.

An improvement is to be noted in the vol- 
ume of the jobbing business in dyestuffs. Con- 
sumers are not laying in their customary 
stocks, however. They feel that the depression 
Jast year and slow recovery of trade have 
caused surplus supplies, and while production 
has not been curtailed, stocks went on increas- 
ing. This is true only ina few cases. Stocks 
are not being emptied on the markets from the 
sources of supply, and a reported scarcity is 
not an unusual thing to hear. There has been 
a decline in domestic sumac, and it is about the 
only article on the list which shows a pro- 
nounced weakness. More firmness is to be 
noted in cutch, 

No change has occurred in bichromate of 
potash, being still quoted at 10}¢c. Bichromate 
of soda is nominally held at 9c, with sales and 
offerings at 84c. Business is light. 

Cochineal is firmly held at previous quota- 
tions, with sellersindifferent. A lot of 87 bags 
arrived on the Adriatic and is held at full fig- 
ures, Bids of 33c have been made for 50 bags of 
blacks on spot, but refused. Small sales of 
blacks are reported at 36@37c. This was about 
the only business reported during the week. 
The demand is nut up to expectations, and the 
present dullness is hardly accountable. The 
London Commercial Record says: The demand 
is quiet, but prices remain firm.

The few de- 
cent parcels, Oudes and Benares, also advanc- 
ed Rs5@10 and even quite inferior lots, of 
which the crop contains so much, have been 
eagerly competed for. The quantity out of 
the market to-day amounts to about 104,500 
Fmds. The visible supplies are about 4000 chts 
European factories, and 7000 to 8000 chts na- 
tives’ factories, which would bring the crop 
up to about 151,000 F mds; it is believed, how- 
ever, that the natives are hulding back sup-
